Immediately after the above event fir Peter repaired to 
his native country, Ireland, where he. was. unhappily 
feized with a violent inflammatory fever, which put.» 
period to his exiftence on the agth of July1752. He 
was uniformly lamented by all perfoos, who agreed there 
could not exift a better, and honefter man, or’a morg 
gallant officer. A fuperb monument of white’ marble is 
erected to hismemory in Weftminfter-abbey, executed b: 
that great mafter of his time, Roubiliac. Againftthe wall 
isa large flag hanging to the flag-ftaff, and {preadin 
natural folds behind the whole monument. In the front 
is a fine figthre of Hercules placing fir Peter's buft on its 
pedeftal, and on one fide is a figuse*of navigation with a 
wreath of laurel in her hand, gazing on the but with a 
look of melancholy mixed with admiration. Behind her, 
is a cornucopia pouring out fruit, corn, the flecce, &c. 
clofe to it is a cannon, an anchor, and other decorations. 
En the front of the monument is the following infcrip- 
tion.

BAKER, Edward, — was, on the rsth of March, 
appointed captain of the Aldborough. ‘Lhe only conlfe- 
quential command in which we find this gentleman, was 
in the years 1744 and 5, when he was captain of the 
Princefs Amelia, of eighty guns, This trivial circum- 
Rance is all we have been able to collec relative to the 
life of this gentleman, far as it was conneéted with the 
naval fervice. On the 23d of July 1747, he was one of 
that confiderable number of naval officers who were put 
‘on the fuperannuated lift, with the rank and half-pay of a 
ear admiral. He died fome time in the year 1751. 

BERKELEY, George,—was, on the 27th of May 
1728, appointed captain of the Bredah. No other mea- 
tion is made of him till the year 1740, when he com- 
manded the Windfor, of fixty guns, one of the fhips em- 
ployed on the Wait India ftation under Mr. Vernon, He 
accompanied that gentleman on the expedition againft 
Canhagena, and refurned home in the month of July 
4741 with Mr, Leftock. His next appointment was 3

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the Revenge; of feventy guns, in which hip he was.fome 
time afterwards ordered to the, Mediterranean.” In the 
encounter with the, French and Spanifh frets off Foulon, 
he was ftationed to lead the fleet on the ftarboard tack. 
Asheconfequently clofed the tear of Mr. Leftock’sdivifion 
he was not in the a¢tion itfelf, and happily uriinvolved in 
the difgrace that attended it. He did not long furvive his 
return from the above ftation, dying in England on the 
rth of January 1746. 

BRIDGE, Timothy,—was, on the, 27th of May 
1728, appointed captain of the Lyon, by commodore 
St. Loe, to whom the chief command in the Welt Indies 
fell, on the death of admiral Hopfon. Captain Bridge 
returned to Europe foon afterwards, and is not known to 
have received any fubfequent commifiion till the 16th of 
January 1734, when he was appointed to the Antelope, . 
of fifty guns. He was foon afterwards promoted to the 
Dunkirk, a large fourth rate, and ordered to Jamaica, 
where, on the death of commodore Dent, on Auguft 19, 
1737, he became commanding officer ; but did not long 
enjoy this honour, dying himfelf on the 6th of O&ober 
following. 

BROOKE, Edward, — was, on the 1ath of February 
1728, appointed captain of the Southampton, or, as other 
accounts crroneoufly fay, of the Anglefea. We have no 
other information concerning him, except that he died in 
Sogiend fome time during the year 1738. 

DRAKE, Duncomb:, — was, on the 11th of January 
1728, appointed captain of the Gofport, of forty guns, 
one of feven fhips, all of the fame force, put into com- 
miffion at that time. He-was afterwards promoted to the 
command of the Argyle, in which {tation he died.on the 
aad of May 1734. He is buried in the chancel.of the 
church of Upper Deal, in the county of Kent, a plain 
flat ftone being laid over his remains. On it is the tollow- 
ing”epitaph, which we haye inferted as containing an 
epitome of his life and connexions.

FLEMMING, William Henry,—was, on the 26th of 
July 1728, appointed commander of the Severn. This 
commiffion was probably granted merely to give this gen- 
tleman the rank of captain, for we have not the fmalleft 
proof of his having been ever again employed. All the 
information we have concerning him is derived from 
rear-admiral Hardy's Navy Lift, from which we learn that 
he died in England on the 18th of May 1771. 

FORRESTER, John *,—was, on the 6th of- March 
3728, promoted to the command of the Durfley galley. 
In 1734 he was captain of the Kinfale, of forty guns, one of 
the fhips belonging to the fquadron colleAed at Spithcad, 
and which failed for Lifbon, in 1735, under the command 
of fir J. Norris. He was afterwards ordered in the fame 
fhip to Jamaica, and unhappily died there on the r2th of 


uly 1737. 

j FOWKES, Henry,—in the year 1727, commanded 
the Happy, a fnow tloop of war on the Welt India ftatinn, 
and had the melancholy employment of bringing 
home the corpfe of vice-admiral Hofier, with which he 
arrived at Spithead in the month of December. Imme- 
diately afterwards, that is to fay on the 4th of Jan, 1728, 
he was promoted to be captain of the Chatham, and 
ordered back for the Welt Indies, where he himfelf 
unfortunately dicd on the 1{t of December 1729.

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LEE, Hon, Fitzroy Henry,—was the ninth fon of fir 
Edward Henry Lee*, of Ditchly, in the county af Oxford, 
baronet, created earl of Litchfield by king Charles the 
Second, on his marriage with lady Charlotte Fitzroy, one 
‘of the natural daughters of the aforefaid king, and Barbara 
Villiers, dutchefs of Cleveland... Mr. Henry Lee hayiny 

sattached himfelf toa naval life, was, after having receive 

a fuitable education, and paffed through the feveral fub- 
‘ordinate ftations, appointed, on the 25th of Odober, to 
be captain of the Looe. In-1735 he communded the 
Falkland of fifty guns, and was afterwards appointed 
commander-in-chief, with a diftinguifhing pendant, of 
the Newfoundland fquadron, and governor of that ifland. 
He probably continued in the faine employment during 
the two or three fucceffive years, which 1s ha time gene~ 
rally limited for an officer to retain fuch a command, for 
we find no other mention made of him till a fhort time 
before the rupture with Spain in 1739: he was then ap~ 
pointed to the Pembroke, of fixty guns, and ordered to 
the Mediterranean, where he ferved under the admirals, 
Nicholas Haddock and Mathewst, the latter af whom 
captain Loe joined at Villa Franca in the month of

In.1744 he com- 
smanded the Edinburgh, but on what {tation is not 
dmown. In the month of March 1745:6, he was ap> 
inted commodote of a fmall fquadron fent to the Welt 
ndies, hoifting his broad pendant on board the 
Suffolk ; but not having, during his continuance theres 
lived in perfe& harmony with the inhabitants, a circum- 
ftance by no means uncommon, fome complaints were 
raifed-againtt him, and tranfmitted home *, fo that his pro- 
‘motion to a flag was fufpended till the matter was properly 
inveftigated. His arrival foon filenced the ill-founded 
clamour; and the charge, being even without the cere- 
mony of a legal inquiry, difcovered to Se totally ground~ 
tefs; Mr. Lee was, on the 15th of July 1747, ‘promoted 
‘to be rear-admiral of the red, which, owing to the circum- 
Stance already {tated, was his firlt flag. 
- On the rath of May 1748 he was advanced to be vice- 
admiral of the white,-which¥ was the higheit rank he ever 
wattamed. He had been an imprudent, or what is gene~ 
rally called a free liver. “Vhough far from having reached 
anadvanced age, hisconftitution became fomuch impaired; 
that he received a fevere ftroke of the. palfy, of which he 
‘dted on the 18th af April 1751. As to his chara@er, he 
‘was, particularly among the feamen, far from being po- 
palar. This difguit had arifen from his fuppofed too 
great feverity, and appears to have been in great meafure 
improperly conceived ; for we ard told, and from 
authority, that an intimate friend mentioning this Be 
"with a good deal of furprife, the admiral siivereds very 
ferioutly, hte himfelf was as much altonifhed as any perfon 
could be, for though .he totally difregarded and delpifa 
sthe calumny, he could boldly defy the world to prove he 
“had ever committed an wi crous or an ill-natured a@ian.

OSBORNE, Henry, — was, on the 4th of January 
1727-8, Commiffioned as captain of the Squirrel. His next 
appointment, far as we have been uble to collect, was to 
the Portland, which fhip he commanded in the Channel 
about the year 1734. Tn 1739 he was captain of the 
Prince of Orange, and was fent to the Mediterranean, 
whence he foon afterwards returned to England, and was 
remayed into the Litchfield, one of the thips ordered to 
be equipped for the Weft Indies under fir Chakcoes One. 
Before the failing of the ficet he returned back to his for- 
mer fhip, the Prince of- Orange, in which he proceeded 
to the Weft Indies, as it is believed, by fome®, but cer- 
tainly was not prefent at the attack of Carthagena, under 
Mr. Vernon. In the engagement with the Freach and 
Spanith fleets in 1744, he commanded the Princefs 
Carctine, of eighty guns, one of the feconds to Mr. 
‘Rowley, whom he very-ably and gallantly fupported, anil 
is accordingly mentioned, in very high and delerving 
‘terms, by Campbell and other hiftorians. ‘ 

In the following autumn he was appointed commodore 
pf @ fquadron ftationed off the Italian coaltt, and on this 
ccafion removed into the Effex. The force under his 
scommand confifted of fix fhips of feventy guns, four of

In the 
months of April and May he commanded a fquadron of 
twelve hips ftationed to cruife between Cape St. Vincent's 
and Cadiz, in order to watch the Spaaifh fleet in that 
rt. He returned to England in the month of June, on 
Peart the Barfleur, and arrived ar Portfmouth on the 19th’ 
of that month. On the rsth of July 1747, he was pro- 
moted to be rear-adimiral of the red, as he was, on the 
rath of May following, to be vice of the white ; but peace 
almoft immediately fucceeding, he had no farther oppor- 
tunity either of eeurecliak himfelf, or even being em- 
ployed til! after the fubfequent rupture with France, in 
1756. In the month of May 1759, he was advanced to 
the rank of vice-admiral of the red*, and appointed to 
command a finall fquadron ordered for the Mediterranean, 
His outfet was rather unfortunate, he being driven back 
by ftrefs of weather and obliged to put into Plymouth; but 
failing a fhort time afterwards he made his palla; 
without any farther inconvenience, The objec f this 
armament was the attack or blockade of fome of the fmall 
French {quadrons which were faid to be ready for fea at 
‘Foulon, or different ports on that coait, intended to 
fail feparately for America, Breft, and other places of their 
deftination, In the hope, that by thus dividing their force, 
they might produce the faine effeét on that of Britain, and 
probably have an opportunity of cluding the vigilance 
of its commanders. i 
Early in the year 1758 Mr. Ofborne, who then lay off 
arjhagena, where he had for fome time kept M. de la 
lug, and his fquadron impounded, received information

Ing 
wery fhort jie afterwards he was obliged to refign his 
fommand to fir Charles Saunders, ia confequence of a 
very fudden’ and melancholy indifpofition, of which we 
have the following plain and unaffefted account, in a 
Private letter, written by an officer belonging tp the 
{quadron. ‘ 
« T mutt now lament the condition of that excellent, 
brave, and able officer, Mr. Ofborne. He came in here 
ftetday, but the weather is too bad to permit his being 
inded yet. A fortnight fince he loft, firidenly, the ufe of 
one eye ; and three days ago was ftruck, on one fide, dead 
with the palfy. His tenfes are clear and entire yet; but 
they do not expect he can live above two days: As he is 
not landed yet, his flag is not ftruck, though ‘he has re- 
figned the command to Mr. Saunders, who is with the 
fleet expeGting the French at the back of the hill.”

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Although the ftrength of his conftitution enabled the 
admiral to efcape the immediate effects of a ftroke fo 
violent, whjch rarely fails to prove fatal, yet he found his 
health fo much impaired that he requefted permiffion ta 
refign his command: he did this in the month of Juty, 
arriving at Spithead on the 21ft, in the St, George, of go 
guns, sccolnpiaiet by the Montague. On the meeting of 
parliament the houfe of commons unanimoully voted Fira 
their thanks, which being communicated to him by the 
fener returned the following modeft anfwer.

The family of Ofborne is fuppofed to have been orf- 
nally of northern extraCtion, and in later days to have 
one in Effex, as we find fituate at Purleigh in that 
county, in 1442, temp. Hen. VI. Peter Ofborne, who, 
befides feveral other children fof which one was a prieft, 
another a nun at Malden) left Richard Ofborne his heir. 
Henry Ofborne, of whom we are fpeaking, was the third 
fon of fir John Ofborne, bart. the fecond whe bore that 
title, and was in the feventh de(cent from Peter Oiborne 
firft mentioned, 

As to his character we find in it much to praife, 
and, alas! (it is not in human nature to be void of blame) 
fome things to cenfure, His bravery, his attachment to 
the caule of his country, and his diligence while employed 
in its a€tual fervice, have never been even queftioned; but 
thofe who were his warmeft friends could not’deny him 
to have been of a cold faturnine difpofitiop, jll-habituated 
to the warmth of fincere friendthip, or even ta thofe at- 
tachments which men are generally, from their ver; 
nature, prone toform. Having fcarcely ever madea friend, 
though poffelfed of habits not actively inclined to create 
enemies, it is little to be wondered at, that his public 
virtues fhould not have had fufficient weight to anni- 
hilate what were thought private deformities: but on 
the other hand, it is certainly no flender proof 
of his worth, confidered as a profeffional man, that 
thofe admitted it who feelingly felt the coldnefs 
of his difpofition, they themfelves, perhaps, poffeffing 
hearts overflowing with benignity ; that thofe djd not 
deny it, who fmarted under his aufterity, which {carcely 
knew how to diftinguith between tyranny, and the exaétion 
of due obedience, from perfons who were fubordinate to 
him ; and laftly, that thofe thould not be infenfible of his 
merit, who was himfelf, probably, as tittle attentive dour 
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of others, as any man who ever had the honour of holding 
a naval command: ‘ 

REDDISH, Henry,—was, we believe, the brother of 
captain Edward Reddifh of whom a fhort accotint has 
been already given*. He was appointed captain of the 
Experiment on the rith of January 1727-8, but the 
{tion on which that thip was employed is unknown. 
In 1733 he commanded the Fox frigate, one of the Lee- 
owaid Hand fquadron ; and after that time is unnoticed 
till the rupture took place with Spain, in 1739; he was 
thencommiffioned to the Anglefea, of forty guns, and 
ordered to Jamaica, where he was inftruéted to put himfelf 
under the command of vice-admiral Vernon. On his arrival 
at Port Royal he found that gentleman had already failed 
on the expédition againft Porto Bello, leaving inftru€tions 
for the Anglefea, and fuch other thips as thould come in 
during his abfence, to follow him thither. Captain 
Reddith reached Porto Bello on the 29th of November, 
and confequently had no fhare in the reduétion of that 

lace, tht conqueft having been concluded fonte days before. 
fre did not remain in the Weft Indies any cunfiderable 
length of time, but after his return to England contimied 
captain of the Anglefea, at leaft till the end of the year 
1741. He was moft protehly prevented, hy death, from 
receiving any other commiffion, fuppofing him to have 
quitted the Anglefea before that time ; of this circumftance 
we are uncertain, as well as of the precife period when it 
happened, knowing only that he died in J.ondon during 
the courfe of the year 1742. 

SMITH, John (2d),—was, on the 13th of January 
1727-8, appointed captain of the Sapphire, of forty guns, 
one of feven fhips of the fame force ordered to be 
equipped for fervice with the utmoft expedition. He 
was fent immediately to the Weft Indies, and unhappil: 
died at Antigua on the 28th of Anguft 1729, at whic 
time he continued captain of the Sapphire. - 

_ SMITH, William (3d),—was, on the 13th of Jess 
1728, appointed, as fome accounts ftate, captain of the 
Succes, but we apprehend this to be a miftake, and that 
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Mr. Hardy is moft correct * in faying he was commif. 
fioned to the Experiment, as we find him in that thip be- 
fore the conclulion of the month, attdchell,to the flect 
colleéfed at Spithead under fir Charles Wager. How 
Jong he continued either in this command, or the fervice, 
we do not know ; all the information we have been abje 
to procure concerning him is that given by Mr, Harly, 
who tells us he refigned his rank, but without giving us 
pend reafon or date. The time of his death is alfo 
‘unknown, 

STANLEY, John,—is known only as having been 
appointed captain of the Gibraltar frigate, or as other 
accounts fay, of the Princefs Lonifa, a fourth rate, on the 
26th of July 1728. He died in England in the courfe of 
the year 1740. ] 

STAPLETON, Mites,—was, on the 20th of June 
1728, appointed captain of the Diamond. His next com- 
mand we believe to have been that of the Sheernefs, in 
which fhip he was ‘fent to the Weft Indies in the year 
4732. We believe him to have continued thete a very 
confiderable length of time ; but we haveno other particular 
account of him till his promotion, after the rupture took 

face with Spain, in 1739, to be captain of the Princefs 

ouifa, a fourth rate of fixty guns. He was then, toa 
certainty, in the Weft Indies, having received his appoint- 
ment to this fhip from Mr. Vernon, after the redudtion of 
Porto Bello, who had the chief command there; and we 
believe Mr. Stapleton to have continued on that ftation, 
during the whole intermediate fpace of titne, as captain of 
a frigate. We have been informed, and We belicve from 
very good Sather he remained in the Welt Indies till 
the year 1745 or 6, and then returnedto England captain 
of the Prince of Orange. This appears to have been the 
aft commiffion he ever received, and is indeed the lait in- 
formation we have been able to procure concerning him, 
‘except that, on the aa of Joly 1747, he was put on the 
fuperannuated lift with the rank and half-pay of a rear= 
adniral. The precife time of ‘hiv death is no where 
mentioned, ‘but certainly foon after his retiré- 
ment, as he was not living at the end of the year 1750,

TOLLER, 
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TOLLER, John,—was, on the 20th of November 
1728, appointed captain of the Pearl. He continued in 
fame fhip er be the year 1733, having been*her come 
mander at tht time on the Leeward Ifland ftation. , Soon 
after the commencernent of holtilities with Spain, in 1739, 
he was appointed to the Warwick, a fourth rate of fixty 
guns, and ordered to the Mediterranean in 1740 or 41, ta 
reinforce Mr. Haddock, who commanded-in-chief there 
with a force inadequate to the fervice he was employed 
on. In 1743 Mr. Toller quitted the Warwick, and was 
fucceeded by Mr. Weft. After this time we have no 
account of his having held any commiffion. Hes faid to 
have fhot himfelf in England on the 8th of May 1747; 
but the caufe of the difcontent or diftrefs of mind which 
induced him ta commit that rafh ation is no where 
related.

BARNSLEY, John,—reccived a confiderable part of 
his naval education under the aufpices and protection of 
that worthy and gallant officer Mr. Haddock, with 
whom he afterwards ferved as a lieutenant. In the begin- 
ning of the month of January 1728, he was promoted to 
the flation of mafter and commander, and appointed to 
the Otter {loop, of ten guns. He was advanced, on the 
gth of April 1729, to the rank of poft captain, bein, 
commiffioned to the Scarborough, a fmall frigate 
twenty guns, belonging to the fleet collected at Spite 

, goring Ihe enfuing fummer, under the orders of 
fir Charles Wager. intermediate commands he. 
might have held, we know not, but we have no other in» 
telligence concerning him till the year 1 when he was 
taken by his old patron, rear-admiral Haddock, to com- 
mand the it, uoder him, when he hoilted his 
‘on board that thip gs third in command of the fleet c 
Jeéted in the Downs under fir John Norris 

6 Captais, 
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Captain Bamefly continued in the fame ftation with 
Mr. Haddock during that and the enfuing year. When 
the flect was ordered to Lifbon, and the @dmiral was, 
in 17%8, pitched upon to command the Mediterrancan 
f{quadron, Mr. Barnefly was again appointed his captain, 
in the Somerfet. In 1740, two years after the fleet had 
been out on the flation above-mentioned, he was remoycd 
to the Port Mahon frigate. We have on this occafion to 
obferve, left fuch an appointment may be thought by fome 
2 degradation to a man who had, with much reputation, 
commanded a fecond rate, that, according to the regula- 
tions of the navy at that time, {uch a command was much 
more lucrative, and confequently, on fome accounts, much 
more eligiblethan his former. It was.given’ him by the 
admiral as a mark of his {pecial favour, ant! purpofel 
it the hope of his being able to enrich himfelf by his 
fuccels againft the enemy. Whether this hope and good 
intention of his patron was attually realifed does not 
appear. He is ftated in fome accounts to have again 
commanded the Somerfet in 1741; but though+this is a 
circumftance we have reafons, and are inclined to difbe- 
lieve, there are others which convince us of the truth of it, 
fo far as to warrant our afferting, that in 1742 he com- 
manded the Somerfet*. We have not any other intelli- 
gence that can be depended upon relative to this gentleman, 
except that he died in England on the 7th of Augult 1745. 
DAVIS, Arthur, — was, on the 11th of November 
1729, promoted to the Sapphire, of forty-four guns. His 
next command we believe to have been that of the Edin- 
burgh, a third rate of feventy guns, to which he was ap- 
jointed, in 1734, as captain to vice-admiral Stewart, 
hen the fleet failed for Lifbon in the enfuing year, Mr. 
Stewart was one of the admirals left behind for the-pro- 
teétion of the Channel, with a very ftout fleet, Captain 
Davis was, in 1738, re-appointed to the Edinburgh, which 
was ordered to be fitted asa gnard-fhip. He refigned 
this command, however, as foon as the {hip was comi-

DOUGLASS, William,—was, on the 31ft ®f De- 
cember 1729, appointed to commrand the Anglefea. . Int 
the month of November 1731, he was removed into the 

enix, a {mall frigate of twenty guns, ordered, together 
with three other veffels of the fame force, and two floops 
of war, to be equipped and fent to the Weft Indies, as a 
check to the infolence of the Spanith guarda coftas. His 
next command, far as we have been able to inveftigate, 
was that of the Falmouth, a fourth rate of fifty guns, one 
of the Welt India fquadron in 1740, under the command 
of Mr. Vernon. He ferved with that gentleman at the 
fiege of Carthagena, being one of commodore Leftock’s 
divifion, and was one of thofe unfortunate commanders 
who fell a vitim to the infalubrity of that deftru€tive 
climate. He died fometime in the month of May 1741. 

ONLEY, John, —was, on the 18th of January 1728, 
appointed captain of the Lively frigate. He was. dif- 
miffed from the command of this fhip, and declared inca- 
pauls of holding any fubfequent commiffion in the navy, 

y the fentence of a court-martial held in Portfmouth 
harbour on the 3d of December 1728. A private MS. 
memorandum fays 1738 ; but we apprehend this to be one 
of thofe miftakes to which all documents of that nature 
are more particularly fubjec&t. His offence appears to 
have been a difobediente of orders, in not cruifing accord- 
ing to his inftru@ions. The time of his deuth, as is 
commonly the cafe with thofe officers who are previoufly 
ont of the fervice, is unknown. 

SPARKES, Ifrael, — was, on the gth of April, 
appointed captain of the Solebay frigate, one of the vef- 
fels attached to the fleet which rendezvoufed at Portfincuth 
foon afterwards, under the command of fir C. Wager, 
In the month of 5 the Solebay was converted into a 
bomb-ketch, and Mr. Sparkes {till continued to command 
her; but no mention is made of her having ever proceeded 

“to, fea while he continued in that ftation, nor have we

&monps, Richard,—was, on the 22d of February 
1728-9, appointed captain of the Suecefs. We have no 
other fubfequent information concerning him, except that 
he died, at fea, on the 23d of O@ober 1740, being then 
on his return to England from the Weft Indies, as 
Captain of the Culchefter, a fourth rate of fifty guns. 

INCENT, Philip,—was, on the 18th of July 1729, 
appointed Spain of the Torrington, a fifth rate of forty 
guns; in which thip he failed for the Straights in the 
month of December following, having on board the earl 
of Kinnoul, who was appointed ambaflador to the Porte. 
It is moft probable he quitted this veffel on his return to 
England, as we find it, very foon afterwards, commanded 
by another gentleman (captain Fytch). In the month of 
January 1732, he was appointed to the Dolphin of twenty 

uns, a fhip put into commifficn, for the Weft India 

‘ation, to protect the commerce of, that part of the world 
from the. infolence of the Spanifh’ guarda coftas. Ne 
farther mention is made of captain Vincent till the year 
1740, when he commanded the St. Alban's, a fourth rate 
of fifty guns, a thip employed in the Bay of Bifcay as a 
cruifer, and afierwards on the Mediterranean flation. 
“While in the former occupation, we find him a claimant 
in the capture of the Princefla Spanith hip of war, 
mounting feventy guns. This affertion was afterwards 
fet afide, it being proved, to the-[atisfaction of the court, 
that he was notin fight at the tiine-of the aétion. On his 
arrival in the Mediterranean he was fent to the Levant as 
convoy tothe Turkey trade. On his return to England 


he was appointed to Royal Oak, of Seventy gunk, and 
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orderéd, with Mr. Leftock, for the Mediterranean, Soon 
after his arriyal there he quitted his former ‘ling af pro- 
feffion as a yaval officer, and was employed on the coalt 
of Italy, at Villa Franca, Nice, and the intermediate pofts 
between thofe places, as an engineer, or fuperintendant 

{ fortifications. He returned to England by land, and 

1 not long furvive his arrival, dying, in Iondon, on the 
11th of December 1746.

COCKAYNE, Samuel,—was, on the 19th of Septem~ 
ber #73c, appointed captain of the Garland, of, as fome 
accounts fay, not ingprobaliy owitiy to anc:ror in the tran= 
{eriber, the Greyhound. ¢ have no other information 
concerning him, except that he died in the Welt Indies; 
but in that circumftance reports vary, Mr. Hardy ftating 
Englandias the place of his deccafe, fome time in the 
courfe of the year 1735. s 

SMITH, Phonics _genetally known among feamen 
by the quaint name of Tom of Ten Thoufand. A Gngular 
circumftance, well deferving relation, occurs in the life of 
this gentleman. When licutenantof the Gofport,hiscaptain 
being at the time alluded to on fhore, a French frigate put- 
ting to fea from Plymouth, paffed very near him without 
paying the ufually exaéted compliment of lowering his 
top-fails. Mr. Smith very fpiritedly fired at the French 
fhip, and compelled her commander to perform this 
a&t of complaifance, the failure of which had, on a former 
occafion, involyed England in a war with Holland. 
However ftrictly confiftent this might be with the national 
chargéter, and {pirit of an Englifhman, as the greateft har- 

* mony at that time fubfifted between the courts of England 
and France, ferious complaint was made by theambatfador 
of what was termed an outrageous aét of violence. Mr. 
Smith was’ accordingly brought'to a court-martial ; and 
it being impoffibte, to deny‘or controvert: the fact, was 

ly brake. His was, neverthélefs, fo 
highly ‘acceptable‘both:to the'foyereign and the nation, 
that, although political reafons rendered the above appa- 
rent cenfure indifpenfibly neceflary, he was advanced, on

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the following day, to the rank of polt captain’ without 
ver pafbitg thi » Or occupying: the intermediate fub- 
sordinate tation of commander of a floop of war. 

He was accordingly, on the sth of May 1730, .ap- 
pointed captain of the Succefs frigate; but the fervice on 
which this veffel was employed is no where mentioned. 
In the month of March 1733, we find him commanding 
the: Durlley galley, one of three frigates ordered for the 
Streights, to reftrain and punifh the infolence of the dif- 
ferent piratical ftates on the coalt of Barbary. We be- 
Jieve him to have retained the fame command till the 
beginning of the year 1741, he was then promoted to the 
Romney, and appointed commander-in-chief on the 
Newfoundland ftation, and governar of thatifland. He 
continued thus employed and occupied, both in regard to 
his command and office, till after the year 1743; and was, 
we believe, at fome time during the above period, brought 
to a court-martial on a very ill-founded and ridiculous 
charge of rapacity, in improperly converting to his own 
ufe provifions and neceffaries which ought to have been 
giftributed among his people. - Such a complaint could not 
have been laid againft any commander with a greater 
fhare of improbability, as to the truth of it, than in the 
[saoe inftance. Open, liberal, generous in the extreme, 

is general character ought to have placed him. far above 
fo bafe, and unworthy an afperfion. But we fhould recol- 
leét that there are certain ignoble charaétcrs cxifting, who 
appear never fo happy as when attempting to depreciate, 
and injure the ‘virtuous and noble. he court-martial, 
however, of which Mr. Cavendifh was prefident, did 
ample juftice to his honout and reputation, by acquitting 
him in the moft ample and unequivocal manner... He was , 
afterwards appointed to the Princefs Mary, one of the 
fleet ftationed in the Channel ; and the enemy not havi 
any weltern {quadron at fea, ho opportunity afforded inet, 
by which he could particularly duinguith himfelf. 
the eve of the rebellion in Scotland, which broke-out ia 
the year 1745, he hoifled a broad , at the Nore, 
on tea the Royal Sovereign, a .tirfttate, and was fc 
pinieve time: to comm cd a fae on oF hoe 
coafts the better to prever ing fion of any {upplies, 
from France. He ait ae if for 
occafion, the greateft 
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his country, while employed on the above flaticn ; but 
the operatiogs of war being afterwards contrafted into a 
very finall cémpafs, and the opportunities of any fi r 
exertion butfew, we find no other mention made of him 
during its continuance *, except that he was, on the 15th 
of July 1747, very defervedly advanced to be rear-admiral 
ofsthe red. 
On the 12th of May 1748 he was ftill farther promoted 
to be vice-admiral of the white ; but peace having taken 
lace, became an additional and more forcible reafon for 
is non. employment. ‘In the year 1756, he was ap~ 
pointed prefident of the court-martial held at Portfmouth 
for the trialaof Mr. Byng. In 1757, he was again ad- 
vanced andymade admiral of the blue; but was not ever, 
far as we have been able to learn, invefted with any ative 
command. Having continued to live a life of retirement, 
rendered truly honourable by the general notoriety of his 
gallantry, honour, and unthaken integrity, he died, at laft, 
on the 28th of Auguft 1762, univerfally lamented by all 
who ever had enjoyed the comfort as well as fatisfaétion, 
_ either of his acyuzintance or having been under his com- 
mand, and regretted by all the re{t of his countrymen who 
had only heard but confequently admired his chara@ter.

AUBIN, David,—was, on the 24th of November 
1731, appointed captain of the Deal Caftle, a frigate ‘oF 
twenty guns, ordered to be epee for the Welt Indies 
to protect the commerce of that part of the world re 
the infolence and depredations which were daily coinmit- 
ted by the Spanith guarda coftas. Not long after he 
reached his deftined ftation, he fell in, with avery valuable 
Spanifh, merchant-veffel, which he detained by way of re- 
prifal. This was one of thofe {pirited fteps, which being 
occafionally taken, convinced, the Spaniards of the fupe-

promifés. Mr. Aubin, on what particular fion is not 
mientioned, removed fome time afterwards into the Spence’ 
floop, in, which veffel he died, at Barbadoes, in the month 
of February 1735. 4 

BAI , Curtis.—We do not precifely know under 
whofe aufpices this brave and worthy officer went firlt to 
fea; but in 726 we find him ferving as lieutenant under 
fir Charles r, who held the chief command of the 
Baltic fleet. He was entrufted by the admiral, on mam 
important occafions, as a confidential perfon*, on whofe 
conduét and prudence he could implicitly rely; and fo 
well eltablifhed that good opinion which fir Charles ve: 
daleciedly entertainel of him, as to excite in him a mol 
cordial friendfhip and efteem, which he ever afterwards, 
through life, continued to manifelt towards him. 

After Having thus paffed through the feveral fubordmate 
ftations and appointments, with the higheft repuzation and 
credit, he was, on the 26th of January 1731, very:deferv- 
edly promoted to the rank of poft captain, and appointed 
to the Biddeford frigate. About the year 1734 or §, he 
was advanced to the Nottingham, of fixty gurs; but that 
having been employed folely as a guard-fhip, we have 
nothing particular to record of this gentleman till after the 
‘commencement of hoftifities with Spain, in #729, when 
we find him commanding the Dragon, of fixty guns, one 
of the fleet ftationed in the Mediterranean under Mr. 
Haddock. Mr. Barnet’s behaviour while a@ing under 
ithe orders’ of that gentleman, as it was molt exemplary 
and meritorions, fo. hud he the fatisfa€tion of obtaining 
the moft cordial and unqualified psppretatton of it, 

Soon after his arrival in’ the Mediterranean, being de= 
tached on a crilife, in company with another Britifh abe 
of the line, they fell in with three French ships of war o 
Cadiz, which they imagined were regifter Grips laden with. 
freafure from the Spanith Weft Indies. Mr. Barnet 
accordingly hailed them, Sut received no, fort of anfwer 
tilliafter 2 third repetition of that modeef enquiry; even 
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then it was fo diflatisfatory and equivocating, that captam 
Barnet was the more confirmed in his original apinion : he 
accordingly. fired a fingle thot a-head of the’French thips, 
which the chevalier de Caylas, who commanded, réturned 
with a broadfide. A fharp conteft enfued ; and, after a con- 
tinuance of two hours, the French, who had loft one of. 

* Wir captains and a confiderable number of men, befides 
having upwards of feventy defperately wounded, thought 
proper to defift, and come to a proper explanation. They 
were fo feverely handled as to be obliged to put into 
Malaga to refit. Mr. Barnet and his companion, on their 
parts, fuftained confiderable injury in their mafts and 
rigging; but had only four men killed, and fourteen 
wounded, feveral of them only flightly. 

Although he continued to perfevere in that uniformly 
honourable line of conduét which ever graces the ‘life ofa 
brave and good man, under Mr. Haddock’s fucceffor, Mr, 
Leftock, he was not happy enough to pafs, even the fhort 
time during which the latter gentleman held the fupreme 
commant on the above {tation, free from anxiety, trouble, 
and unmerited reproach. ; 

We have already alluded to the circumftance of which 

‘we are now {peaking in the life of Mr. Leftock, Vol. III, 
page 340, and fhall only add, on the prefent occafion, that 
2s no man could be more undeferving of cenfire at all 
times than Mr. Rarnet, fo could no one repel ithe’ in- 
folence of a man, ridiculpufly proud of his elevated ftation, 
with more firmnefs, fpirit, and decency ; obferving.at the 
time he defended his own character, the greateft decorum 
to his {uperior in fervice, who had moft illiberally and wan- 
tonly attacked him. This affair cannot.be hetter explained 
than by inferting the correfpondence which palfed between 
athefe, gentlemen at full length: the fact will then {peak 
for itfelf, and the behaviour of cach thew itfelf in proper 
colours to the world, without requiring the fmalleft com- 
ment on our part.

It is fomewhat fingular that the principal points on 
which the foregoing correfpondence turns, were nearly 
fimilar to thofe, mutatis mutandis, which afterwards became 
the fubje& of difpute between Mr. Mathews and Mr. 
Leftock. It appears, could we perfuade ourfelves to fich 
a belief, that M. Barnet had an intuitive knowledge of 
what was hereafter to happen, and had been ftudying his 
proper rebuke for his admiral’s conduét, when he made 
ufe of the following farcafim—* I prefume there are in- 
{tances both of whole divifions going down to the enemy 
too foon, and of coming info late as to have no part in the 
aétion.” Mr. ‘eck; as we have alreacly faid, defifted on 
finding Mr. Barnet a man of too much firmnefs to cndure 
the fhadow of infult, and too good an underftanding to 
fuffer himfelf to be impofed upon, or betrayed into a con- 
feffion of having been in the wrong, when he knew not 
only the integrity of his own heart, but was in every re- 
{pea competent judge as well of the daties of a private 
captain, as of the admiral under whofe orders he then aéted. 

r. Barnet did not, however, remain long on the fame 
ftation ; and foon after his return toEngland was appointed 
commodore of a finall fquadron red for the Eaft 
Indies, in ence of a reprefentation made by* the 
com tote Jords of the admiralty. His force con- 
fitted. “of the Depttord (his ‘own fhip) and Medway, of 
fixty guns ¢ach; the Prefton, of fifty; and the Dissind 

‘ rigate, 
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frigate, of twenty. He failed from Portfimouth on the 
stk at May 1744, and arrived at Porto Praya, in the ifland 
Of Jago, onthe 26th. He found therqa Spanifh privateer, 
mounting fourtecn carriage and twelve fwivel funs, called 
the Amiable Maria, and a Britith pink of two.hundred and 
fifty tons, a prize, both undes Spanifh colours. Mr. Barnet 
at firft took no notice of th@m, not having the {malleft ing 
‘tention of violating the neutrality of the port which prd- 
teéted them: but being foon informed that the privateer 
herfelf, defpifing all forms and the Jaws of civilifed 
nations, had captured the pink, together with a brigan- 
tine, and burnt two other Britith veilels at the Ifle of May, 
another of the Cape de Verde iflands, all which were 
entitled to the fame protection fhe now withed to fhelter 
herfelf and her illegal prize under, he immediately in- 
formed the governor of the circumftance, and at the fame 
time acquainted him that, finding * the privateer had fo 
notorioufly and flagrantly violated the neutrality of the ifle 
of. May, he did not think himfelf any longer bound to 
bferve any refpe“t with regard to her.” « 

He accordingly fummoned the privateer and her prize 
to furrender, which they did without hefitaticn, and were 
immediately taken poffeffion of. . He then difpatched the 
pink to the Ifle of May for the maiters and crews of the 
different veffels which had, as juft {tated, been cithertaken. 
or deftroyed ; but the brigantine, which had been driven to, 
fea before his arrival, being fen in the offing, he difpatched 
his boats to take poffeflion of her? They executed thefe 
orders without interruption,theSpaniards onboard havingall 
quitted her, and made their efcape to the town of St. Jago 
in their boats. On the return of the pink he reinftated 
the matters and crews in poffeffion of their different veflels, 
making to them the fulleft reftitution of every thing they 
could claim, which the Spaniards, as is cuftomary amon; 
privatecrs, had plundered them of, and taken on. boa: 
their own fhip. Having thus executed juftice, and re- 
lieved the diferent Yfufferers to the cept of his power, 
the commodore continued his yoyage to the Eaft Indies. 

» He firft put into Maddgafcar, where haying procured 
the furpply of water and provifions, which he much needed, 
he ,profecuted his voyage to his original defination: 
a thort time after he quitted\Madagafcar bac 
aa 
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little fquadron into two parts, his own fhip and the Prefton 
affing through the ftreights of Sunda, and frpm thence to 
anca; while the Mirae and Diamond fteered for'the 
ftreights of Malacca. Mr. Barnet took ‘every poifible 
recantion to difguife both his own fhip and his con- 
fort, by painting and adorning them after the Dutch 
‘fathion, After having been for foie time. ftationary 
in the ftreights of Banca, on the 25th of January 174. 
he got fight of three large French-built flips, of whee 
he fuppofed two to be merchant yeffels from China, 
and the third a French fhip of war mounting fifty 
guns, from Pondicherry, which he had information was 
in thofe feas. Mr. Barnet immediately got under fail, 
accompanied by the Preiton, in order to attack them; 
and fo péerfe€t was the deception, that the enemy had no 
doubt of their being Dutch thips, till they were within 
mufket-fhot of them, and, ftriking their Dutch, hoifted 
Enslith colotirs. The French fhips were not, however, 
flirprifed, though deceived, for they were all completely 
ready “for immedizte aétion. Mr. Barnet was miftaken 
in the ‘firft opinion he had formed of them, for the fhip 
of fifty'guns was not in company, and the veffels he at- 
tacked were the Dauphin, Jafon, and Hercules, large thips 
of feven hundred tons burthen, each mounting thirty guns, 
and carrying one hundred and fifty men, deeply and richly 
laden, from China, with cargoes of tea, China-ware, and 
filk. f 
* Mr. Barnet orderéd Jord Northeik, in the Prefton, to 
board one of the thips, while he himfelf prepared to a& 
it the fame manner againft that which was apparently of the 
moft force, and which he accordingly fuppofed to be the 
commodore. While, however, they were both endea- 
Vouring to carry this meafure into execution, an unlucky 
fhot from the enemy’s fhips cut both the tiller rapes, when 
they were on the point of fhecringon boardthem. ‘This 
unfortunate accident Aclayed the capture for fome time ; 
bat. being repaired with all. poffible expedition, the 
enemy's thips'were all fecured, after a very ftout, and, 
indeed, more determined refiftance than could have been 
lexptdted, “F-swo hours continuance. They were all 
prizes of confiderable value, the cargoes being valued’at 
}pwWards of three hundred thoufand pounds, had they ar- 


tiyed 
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rived fafe'in.Europe. The prizes were fent.to Batavia, 
“and thecorhmodore himlelf, with his confort, purfued his 
vayage to-the Britith fettlements ir: India, 

‘During the enfuing feafon he afforded the mioft perfeét 
protection to the Britifh commerce, and effected confider- 
able mifchief on that of the enemy. In the month of 
O@ober, having detached two of his fquadson, the Prefton’ 
and Lively, to cruife off Cape Palmiras, they had the goof 
fortune completely to effeét the pirpofe on which they 
were fent by Mr. Barnet, having captured all the French 
fhips bound into the river Ganges, confifting of two thips 
of Fx hundred, and one of four hundred tons burthen, all 
of them armed for defence ; the two former mounting , 
eighteen, the latter twelve gons. In the month of 
January he repaired to Pondicherry, where hi¢’ prefence 
completely baffled a project formed by the French for the 
attack of fort St. avid, ‘They had marched out of 
Pondicherry with a corps of one thoufand infantry, four. 
hundred of which were Europeans, together, with forty 
horfe, and a fufficient number of cannon. They en- 
camped within a mile of fort St. David’s*; but on Mr. 
Barnet’s arrival, and his making apparent difpofitions for 
Janding, by fending his boats to found, and pradlifing 
every other oftenfible manoeuvre preparatory to that ins 
tent, the enemy decamped with the utmoft expedition from 
fort St. David’s; thinking it an happinefs to get, by 
forced marches, once more into Pondicherry, which they 
felicitated themfelves in having been the caufe of preferve 
ing from the deftructive arms of the Englifh. 4 ‘ 

The Medway and Lively joined the commodore on the 
aift of January, having completed the flccefs of the 
fquadron under his command, by captoring the Expedi-

"% The governor was fo alarmed as to prefs Mr. Barnet’s return with 
the uunot vehemence and eagernefs. .

29th of April 1746. , 
BEAUCLERCK, Lord Aubrey,—vwas the eighth fon 
of Charles, firft duke of St. Alban’s, and the lady Diana 
Vere. He was contegcady brother; and the youngeft 
of the family to the lord Vere Beauclerck, whom we 
have already had occafion to give fome account of in page 
89. . Having, as well as his clder brother, entered into 
the navy:and palled regularly through the feveral fubordi- 
nate ftations, he was, on the firft of April 1731, promoted 
tothe rank of polt captain, and appointed to the Ludlow 
Caftle. We meet with no fubfequent information rela- 
tive to his intermediate appointments, or any mention made 
of him til] fome fhort time after the rupture had'taken place 
with Spain, in 1739, he then commanded the Weymouth, 
but, was immediately afterwards promoted to the Prince 
Frederick, of feventy guns. At the end of the following 
year he was fent out, under fir Chaloner Ogle, to, rein- 
force Mr. Vernon preparatory to the expedition againit 
Carthagena. Being ordered, on the 23d of March, under 
the command of commodore Leftock, with a detachment 
of five fhips, to attack the caftle of Boca Chica, he unfor- 
tunately fil in a renewal of the affault en the following 
dayt. A very handfome*monument has been erected 
to his memory in Weftminfter-abbey, very properly 
ornamented with arms, trophies, and naval enfigns. In 
an. oval niche, on a pyramid of dove-coloured marble, is 
a buft of this promifing young nobleman, thus prematurely 
fnatched from life, aa the fervice of his country. On

The lord Aubrey Beauclerck was the ypungeft fon of 
Charles, duke of St.’ Alban’s, by Diana, daughter, af 
Aubre) de Vere, earl of Oxford. “He went early to feay 
and was made a commander in 1731. Trt 1740 he was 
fent upon that memorable expedition to Cartha; na, under 
the command of adinifal Vernih, in his majefty’s thip the 
Prince Frederick, which, with three others, was ordered 
to cannonade the caltle of Bocca Chica ; one of thefe be- 
ing obliged to quit her ftation, the Prince Frederick was 
expofed not only to the fire from the caitle but to that of 
fort St. Jofeph, and to two fhips that guarded the mouth 
of the harbour, which he fuftained for miany hours that 
day, and part of the next, with uncommon intrepidity. 
As he was giving*his command upon deck both his legs 
were fhot. off; but fuch was his magnanimity, that he 
would nct-fuffer his wounds to be dreffed till he had com-. 
municated his orders to thé firft lieutenant, which were to 
fight his thip to the laft extremity. Soon after this he 
gave fome diseétions about his private affairs, and then 
refigned his foul with the dignity of a hero and chriftian, 
‘Thus was he taken off in the 31ft year of his age, an illu- 
Mrious commander of fuperigr fortitude and clemency, 
amiable in his pee, fteady in his affections, and equal- 
Ted'by few in the focial and domettic virtues of politenefs, 
mnodefty, candour, and benevolence. *

J 
CRAWFORD, Hon. Charles*,— was the fifth and 
youngelt fon of John, firft lord vifcount Garnock, of the 
kingdom of Scotland, and lady Margarct Stewart, daughter 
of James,,earl of Bute. Having attached himflf to a 
naval life, he was, on the 6th of Septeniber 1731, ap- 
pointed captain of the Lyon frigate. We find him com~ 
manding the fame thip in 1737: whether he had retained 
this ftavon and command during the whule of the in- 
termediate time we have not been able to difeover; but 
in that year he appears to have accompanied Mr. after~ 
wards lord Anfon, to the coalt of Guinea, and was ordered 
from thence, by that Gentleman, to proceed to Jamaica, 
In 1741 he commanded the Roebuck, a fourth rate of 
forty guns, in which flip Mr. Hardy has ingosreélly 
ftated him to have firft taken polt.

* The firmame of Crawford is of great antiquity in the welt of 
Scotland, itis certainly local, and was affumed hy the proprietors of the 
Tands and barony of Crawford, in Clyd{dale, as foon ay firnames bepaae 
to be fed in this country.

FYTCHE, Robert,—was, on the 10th of May 1731, 
appointed to,commans the Torrington, of forty guns, one 
of the vetlels which was orig intended to have faifed 
with the fleet under fir Charles Wager to the Mediterra- 
nean; but on whet account we know not, did not proceed 

, thither. In the month of December he was appointed 
to the Sheernefs, a fixth rate of twenty guns, and ordered 
for the Welt Indies, to proteét that part of the world from 
the piratical depredations then frequently committed by 
the Spanifh guarda coftas. Sometime after his return ta 
England he was appointed to the Ruby, a fourth rate of 
fifty guns, on board which fhip he put a period 10 his ex- 
iftenee by fhooting himlclf, on the rf of OAober 1740, 
being at that tine in the Briftol Channel. Other accounts, 
though we believe not fo authentic, palliate this ‘difalter, 
and fay he threw himfelf overboard, under the effect of 
temporary delirium, and was drowned. 

GRIFFIN, Thomas,—was, on the 1ft of April 1731, 
promoted to be captain of the Shoreham frigate*. He 
commanded the Blenheim, of ninety guns, as captain to 
Mr. Cavendifh, who had his flag on board as vice-admiral 
of the red, and commander of ong of the divifions of the

® The family of Griffin was not improbably of Welch extrs@iion 5 
its pedigree was drawn up by fir Richard St. George, knight, Lancafler 
heraid, and porufed and approved by the learned William Camden, 
Claresicieux king of arms. There is a pedigree now in the poffeffion 
of lord Howard, of Walden, beginaing with Griffin of Gomundley, io 
Leiceflertbire, whofe eldett fon, fir Richard Griffin, knight, flouritned 
in the reign of king Jobn. The prefent lord Howard de Walden is the 
yeprefentative of the family, and in the feventecnth defcent from 
Richard Griffin, knight, jull mentioned, 

Admiral GriGin was not immediately ralated to the later defeend- 
ants of the family, bor was certainly defcended from the fame original 
flock. Rear-admiral Matthew Griffin, otherwile Whitwell, was the 
rext brother to the lord Howard de Walden, and hasbeen, in confe~ 

ence ofthe fimiliude of nanies confounded by thany perfons ith 
the gentleman of whom we are now 0 give fome account. Of fear- 
adiniral Whitwell we fall have liereafter occsfion to Speake 
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fleet left for the proteétion of the Channel, when fir John 
Norris, failed for Lifbon in the year 1735. In.1739 he 
commanded the Oxford ; and in the following year was 
promoted to,the Princefs Caroline, of eighty Bonk ‘one of 
the thips employed, in the Channel, during the fummer, 
under the command of fir John Norris. On his. re- 
turn into Port the Princefs Caroline was ordered 
out to the Weft Indies under fir Chaloner Ogle. On 
thé arrival of the fleet at Jamaica, Mr. Vernon, whom 
it was ,fent to reinforce; hoifted his flag on board the 
Princefs Caroline; and Mr. Griffin removed into the 
Burford, out of which thip the admiral himfelf came. 
After the failure of the expedition Mr. Griffin returned 
to England with the convoy and (quadron under the orders 
of commodore Leftock: and his next appointment, far 
as we have been able to inveftigate, was to the Captain.

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‘The following plain ‘unadorned account is taken from 
the hiftory of that gentleman's voyages, a book, we be- 
Heve, now'very little known ; and however it’may-bede- 
ficient in-clegance, it certainly isa curious and unbiafled, 
as well as authentic-account of the tranfaGtion alluded to. 

« Tt was,” -fays the author, ‘ on a Friday we wént on 
board the Floriflant, at break’ of day. On the Sunday 
‘morning following we faw four fail of large hips a-ftemn, 
‘which greatly alarmed the French, efpecially ‘as their 
gaining ‘ground upon us was every hali hour more: and 
more vilible. This panic of the French-arofe from 
their concern for the great value of their cargo, ‘as they 
‘were bringing ‘home all the French and Spanifh treafure 
from the Welt Indies, to the amount of near four millions 
iterling: their fhips were befides in no order for fighting, 
‘as they had come fo long a voyage; and were likewife 
very fickly. In lefs than two hours we could plainly 
perceive the four thips a-{tern to be Englith men of war. 
The French crowded-all the {ail they could to get away, 
and the Englifh were as brifk in purfuit of them. The cap- 
tain of the Floriffant, who had by this time become familiar 
with Mr. Walker, addreffed himfelf to him to this effet, 
‘© That if it had not been for the trouble Mr. Walker 
had given him, by obliging him to go out of his courfe, 
he: might now be farther on his way, out of reach of the 
fhips in view:” he faid that, ‘* at the time, he thought it 
ill-judged of the commodore to make the fignal for chafing, 
confidering his treafiire on boaml,” of which he made no 
fecret. ‘© It is feldom,” fays he, “any great accident 
happens’ from fingle cavfes, but bya chain or feries of 
things: thus, if we be here overcome, -our lof will be 
owing td the wafpifhnefs,” as he called is, “ of a fingle 
frigate, which would not ‘ceafe fighting fo long as it had 
afting in its tail.” This being faid, though peevithly, wish 
‘fome ‘pleafantry, and being rather complimentary than 
otherwife, was received by us with equal eafe. e had 
‘¢ertainly no reafon to be out of temper, as the ‘foene.of 
fortune was now clearing up in our favour; for the'Englifh 
drew near. “Phe thips were-the Hampton Court; Dread- 
tought, Sunderland; and Captain. “The-French officeron 
board the Mars judicioufly away ‘to the leeward, ‘in 
order to draw off one ofthe fhipsin purfuit of him. Ge 
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had thggintended effect, for his majefty’s thip, the Captay 
failed “Of in chafe of him, and rhe hiss, bist did-hor 
afterwards return to the fleet; fo our fhip, the Mars, was 
brought back to England. The Sunderland loft her main- 
top-mait In coming up, by which accident fhe fell a-ftern ; 
‘but the Hampton Court of feventy guns, and Dreadnought 
of fixty, alittle a-flern of her, came up alongfide by fun-fet. 
As an engagement now appeared \navoidable ta every 
‘body, the captain of the Floriffant again, with great polite- 
nefs, fpoke to Mr. Walker and defired the Englith to quit 
athe quarter deck, faying, “ that he hoped we would excufe 
the neceffity of things, but asan engagement wesexpeéted, it 
was not ufual to admit ftrangers on their decks." Mr. 
Walker anfwered, “ Sir, I go off with great pleafuré on 
the oceafion, as I am now certain of my liberty; and I 
hope totave the fatisfaétion of fecing you again in being.” 

e were then all conduéted to the cockpit, where we 
difcovered the fad fitnation of the thip, there being 
above one hundred and ninety of the people then lying 
fick, unable to {tir, fo that their contufion was very great; 
but no chgageient beginnin ing, Mr. Watker 
was very foon called up. AJ and the next day 
thé French kept on their way, the Hampton Court 
and Dreadnought clofely following; when the fecond 
evening coming on the Englith altogether difappzarcd. 
As this affair has been already fettled under the fanétion 
of a court-martial, we refer to that better exqmination of 
the caufe of fuch proceedings.” 

We have but little obfervation to make on the foregoing 
account, As to Mr. Griffin, he appears to be little impli+ 
cated in the bufinefs, though he was the fenior, andy cun-. 
fequently, the officer moft accountable. He chafed one of 
the thips, which he captured, and bythat condud feparated, 
ethaps unavoidably, froin the reft of his companions. 
‘Lhe only poffible ground on which his enemies could attach 
blame to him was, that he did not chafe the largeft ; but, to 
fay the truth, the moft clumorous, in refpeé& to the difap- 
ontinent alluded to, were tolerably filent as to Mr.Griffine 
He continued occupied, as before, for a confiderable time, 
‘and appears to have been very diligent ; but his moft con- 
Frageasial fuccefs was nothing greater than the capture of 
@ large’ privateer belonging to St. Maloe's, call the 
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Grand Turk; and a fecond, called the Achilles, which he 
took, in company with the Princefs Louifa*, on the 4th 
of June following the tranfadion juft related. He re- 
mained occupied, as befure, till the month. of March 
1746; and his employment was then interrupted only by 
his being appointed prefident of two’ court-martials, 
affembled in fucceffion on board the Tilbury and St. 
George, for the trials of captains, the lord Forrefter avd 
Cofby, a more particular account of which will be here~ 
after given in their lives. 

Tt being deemed neceffary to fend a fquadron to the 
Eaft Indies foon after this time, the command of it was 
given to Mr. Griffin with the rank of an eftablifhed com~ 
modore. His firft operation was the blockad= of Pondi- 
cherryt, the redu€tion of which place was th> principal

pith. It failed, however, in its execution; but the 
junction of Mr. Griffin's (quadron with the thips which 
ad been employed on that ftation, under the orders of 
Mr. Peyton, previous to his arrival, enabled him to 
tect the Britith fettlements from falling into the hands of 
the enemy, as they moft probably would have done, had it 
not been for that timely fuccour. His fubfequent opera- 
tions were not confequential enough to demand any par- 
ticular relation. While abfent he was, on the sth of 
July 1747, promoted to be rear-admiral of the red, andon 
the 2th of May 1748, was farther advanced to be vice~ 
admiral of the blue. 

At the Jatter end of July 1748, Mr. Bofcawen, who 
had been invefted with the rank of commander-in-chief 
on the coaft of Coromandel, arrived there with a ftout 
{quadron ; and Mr. Griffin having refigned to him the 
command, proceeded to Trincomalé, in the middle of 
Auguft, to clear and refit his hips preparatory to his re- 
turn to Europe, as foon as the change of the monfoon 
would permit him. He reached England without acci- 
dent ; but it being conceived that his failure againft Pondi- 
cherry was entirely owing to mifcondu@, and feveral other 
Subordinate charges being alfo made againft him, in parti- 
cular that he did not endeavour, to his utmoft, to bring the 
French fqnadron to an aétion off the coaft of Coromandel, 
he was tried by a court-martial, convened at Chatham 
on the rf{t of December 1750, which was as foon as the 
neceflary witneffes could be colleéted and brought from 
India, “The charge againft him proved to be fo far well- 
founded that he was fentenced to be fufpended from his 
rank and employment, as a flag officer, during his maje~ 
fty’s pleafure. 

He was afterwards reftored to his former ftatlon, but, 
as it is faid, under the exprefs flipulation, that he fhould 
never receive any higher rank. His miniftesial friends, 
however, advifed him to try his fortune in endeavouring 
to procure himfelf to be chofen reprefentative for the 
borough of Arundel. In this he fucceeded for that time, 
but was not re-elected in any fubfequent parliament; 
neverthclefs the intereft he acquired by following the advice 
ef his friends, enabled them A exert their influence fo far 
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in ‘his favour that the former, ftipulation was forgotten’; 
and after paffing regularly through the feveral intermedi- 
ate ranks, he at laftatiained that of admiral of the white. 
Having, fora great many years previous to his deceafe, 
lived totally retired from public life, he died at lait fin 
the courfe of the year 1771) in Wales, where he is faid to 
have for fome time refided. 

The following is given, but by an author of no great 
confequence, as the reafon of his failure in the expedi- 
tion againft Pondicherry. 

Tt was in Auguft that commodore Griffin appeared 
before the place; he found it ftrengthened by many new 
works ; the fortifications mounted with one hundred and 
cighty pieces of heavy cannon, and the exterior works 
flanked with -fix confiderable forts; the magazine and 
arfenal well fored; and’ the garrifon, with the armed 
Indians; amounting to near five thoufand :nen.”” 

LAWS, William,—was, on the sth of March 1732, 
appointed captain of the Seaford frigate. We meet with 
no other information concerning him, except that,.at the 
ond of abe year 1741, he was fent out to Jamaica, with a 
findll force, to proteét thither a reinforcement gf troops, 
and in 1744 cammanded the Greenwich, of | guns. 
On the 24th of July,1747, he was put on the fuperannuated 
Wife with the rank and half-pay of a rear-admiral. The 
time of bis death is unknown. e , 

MITCHEL, Cornelius, — was, on the 14th of June 
1731) appointed captain of the Lark, of forty guns; and. 
afterwards either of the Norwich, or Rochefter; which of 
the two is uncertain. Soon after the rupture with Spain 
we find him commanding the Kent, a third rate of feventy 
guns, one of the {quadron ftationed in the Weft Indies. 
under Mr. Vernon, in the year 1741. He continu 
employed, principally, we believe, in the fame part of the 
world, till the 17465 po mention’ is at -Jeaft 
made of him til that time; and happy had it heen for 
himfelf and his reputation, if he had pa! min the fame 
undiftinguithed ftream through life, or ae 
not been relu€tantly compelled to affix on 
ofinfamy, 





~ About the latter end of the month of July vice-admiral 
Payers, who then commarded-in-chief on the Jamaica 
Ons 
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ftation, received inteltigence that montieur. Conflans was 
hourly.expected-at Martinico, from France, with a {qua- 
dron of four,thips of war, one of feventy-four, another of, 
ye guns, with 2 fifty-four and a forty-four, having, 
under their prateétion a fleet, confifting of ninety mere 
chant-fhips, laden with {tores, ammunition, and provie,; 
figs, as well for the fupport of the colony as its defence, he, 
in confequence immediately detached Mr- Mitchell to inter 
cept them, with the following very fufficient. force under 
his command: the Lenox, of fixty-four guns; the Staf- 
ford, his own hip ; the Plymout}f, and Worcefter, of fixty. 
guns each; the Milford, of forty-four; and the Drake 
floop. The commodore fell in with the enemy on the: 
3d of Augyft, and at feven in the evening was league to 
windward of them, when, inftead of inftantly bearing. 
down and engaging them, he. made a fignal for the cap=-, 
tains of the feveral. fhips to come on board him, the ma= 
jority of whom, it is faid, were of opinion that it would 
be. better to. defer the cncounter till the next morning. 
Campbéli threwdly, and, generally fpeaking, with much 
trnth, obferves, “* that councils of war feldom forebode 
much heroifm; for when a man calls his friends about 
him on the eve of an engagement, and afks them whether 
he fhall fight then or ftay till the next day, there is much 
reafon to believe he had rather not fight at all.” Orders 
were, however, iffued to all the thips to keep the enemy 
in fight during the night, and to be ready for aétion as 
foon as day-light fhould appear. Thus was, the appear- 
ance, at leaft, of fpirit kept up; but the fequel, Campbalh 
obferves, unhappily proved it to be only appearance, for

after exchanging a few diftant fhot with the Britifh fqua~ 
dron. Mr Mit-hel's conduét was afterwards inveltigated, 
by a court-martial, held at Jamaica on the 28th of 
January; and their opinion confirmed the propriety 
of Mr. Campbell's remarks, for he was fentenced to be 
difmilfed the fervice, and was declared incapable of being 
ever again empluyed. He was, however, fome little time 
afterwards, reltored to his half-pay, of ten fhillings per 
day. He did-not long furvive his difgrace, dying,

TEV ALE, Wiilliam, — was, on the 1ft of September 
1731, appointed captain of the Rye frigate; in this veffel he 
‘was ordered out to Barbadoes, in 1733, having onboard, 
as a palienger, lord Howe, who had juft before been 
appointed governor of that ifland. In the year 1727 he 
was fent to the coaft of Guinea, being then captain of 
the Oxford; and having had the misfortune to break his 
Jeg'while employed on that ftation, died, in conlequence 
thereof, on the gth of November 1737, being on his 
paffage from thence. Mr. Hardy, ip his naval lilt, ftates, 
from what authority we know not, that he died at fea on 
the 8h of November 1736.

BOUTFLOWER, William, —is ftated in Mr. 
Hardy's, and in fome of the MS. lifts of naval officers, to 
have taken poit in the Flamborough frigate on the 23d of. 
December 1732; and to have died in the Weft Indies‘on. 
ihe bar of December 1733, being at that time captain of 
the Wolf flop: p 

CAVE, Clemfon (2d), — is a gentleman nearly of the. 
fame defcription.’ His name is given by Mr. Hardy, but 
is not to be met with in amy of the MS. ifs evel fers’ 
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of this year, He is {aid to have been appointed, on Janu- 
ary.the 24th, tothe Port Mahon. No farther novice is takey. 
of him even,by the fame authority ; and_it is not impro- 
bable' he is confounded’ with the perfon of whom a 
fhort account has been given, vol. iii. p. 125. The 
fingularity of the primitive, as well as that of the firname, 
encourages the idea, at leaft, of their confanguinity; and 
a private MS. memorandum confirms to us the belief, that 
a gentleman of that name was appointed captain in the 
navy at the time as ftated. 

COULSELL, William, — was, on the rft of April 
1732, appointed captain of the Role frigate. No other 
mention is made of him, or notice taken, except to inform 
us that he died in England ; the time not being mentioned, 

OGILVIE, John,—is fuppofed to have been the-third 
fon of fir Alexander Ogilvie, of Forgien, fecond fon of 
George, fecond lord Bamff, who was created a baronet 
anno, 1701, and appointed one of the fenators of the col- 
Jege of juftice anno 1706. This account is, however, 
merely {ppolititious, formed on fuch circumftantial infor- 
mation as we have been able to procure. All we know 
with any degree of certainty is, that he was, on the 13th 
of January 1732, appointed captain of the Kingfton; 
from which fhip he was, if ever commiifioned, very foon 
afterwards removed. He died at Lifbon on the 18th of 
May 1734, being then captain of the Heétor. A private 
memorandum informs us he’ was, in the firft initance, 
appointed to the Heétor. 

ARRY, William,—was, in 1731, appointed com= 
mander of the Otter floop, on the Newfoundland ftation. 
He was from thence, on the 18th of April 1732, promoted 
to be captain of the Torrington, and ordered to the coat 

wef Africa, Not long after his return to England he was 

appointed to the Charlotte yacht; and fome time previous 
to the year 1745 to the William and Mary yacht, He 
continued in this ftation Jl his deceafe, which happened 
on the 6th of February 1753+ 

TOWRY, John, —was, -on the 7th of: November 
1732,. made captain of the Shorcham,'and was employed 
‘againft the Salletines. He effe€ted avery fignal piece of 
fervice, in Gonjunétion with captain Wyndham of the 
Role, having furprized and burnt two of their largeft crui-, 
fers, mounting twenty-fix. guns each; in the fame thip he 
‘ con, 
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cominued till the year 1735.0r 6. Having been in one’ 
‘of thofe fedfons at C2nfo, fometime after holtilities had 
commenced with Spain, he was promoted to the Buck- 
ingham. 1 was about the year 1742; and he was, 
almoft immediately on his appointment, erdered ta the 
Mediterrancan, where he continued till fome time after 
the a@ion off Toulon. The Buckingham, haying been 
‘ane of the fhips belonging to Mr. Leftock's divifion, was 
not engaged, fo that he underwent the mortification, 
which muft be a great one to a gallant man, ‘of looking 
on, without being perfon.'!ly concerncd: in fo great an 
encounter. In the following year, 1745, he was ordered 
ome, being one of the witnetli's fuunmoned, on the part 
of the crown, at the trial of Mr. Leftock. Oa the 25th 
of February 1747, he was appuintn a commiffioner of 
the navy refident at Mahon. is was a temporary office 
created in confequence of the powerful fleet, which it had 
become nece(fary to maintain in the Mediterranean, and 
-was intended to ceafe ax the conclufion of the war. Mr. 
Hardy afferts, and his information is in fome degree con- 
firmed by a MS. memorandum, that in the month of July 
or December following, this gentleman was put on the 
fuperannuated lift of admirals; but we are notwithitanding 
well convinced this isa miflake. Itisnot, however, impro- 
bable that, after peace had taken place, he had, as a reward 
for his paft fervices, a penfion fettled on him equivalent ta 
the half-pay of a rear-admiral ; and this circumftance may 
have given occafion to the error juft ftated. He died in 
England on the 20th of March 1757. 

“FREVOR, Thomas,—was conymander of the Thun-+ 
der bomb-ketch in 1729. Thisveffel was attached to the 
fleet, which was collected at Spithead in that year, under the 
orders of fir Charles Wager, but never proceeded to fea, 
On the 26th of February 1732, he was promoted to be 
aptain of the Kingfton, probably a guardthip. From 
this veflel he removed, about #¥e end of the year 1734, 
into the Defiance, a thip of the fame rae and force, 
which was one of the fleet fent>in 1735; under the orders 
‘of fir John Noitis, to’ Lifbon, previous to the commence- 
sment of hoftilities with Spain. ~ In 1739 he-was appointed 
to the Strafford, of fixty guns, one-of Re fhips put under 
he command of Mr. Vernon, when he was fent out on 
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the expedition againft Porto Bello. Captain Trevor was, 
confequently, concerned in that as well as the fubfequent 
defultory scapes which took place previous tothe 
arrival of fir Chaloncr Ogle; thefe were the firft at- 
tempts made on Carthagena, in 1740, as well as thofe 
which immediately, and with more fuccefs, followed them 
again{t the Spanith fettlement on the river Chegre. Mr. 
ernon hoifted his flag on board the Strafford; but that 
fhip was little concerned in the attack, having had the 
misfortune, as Campbell expreffes it, to be retarded by 
an accident which happened to his fore-top-fail yard, and. 
etrawe his getting in to an anchor till ten o'clock at 
night. if 
r. Trefor ftill continuing in the Strafford was alfo 
prefent at that more unfortunate expedition, becaufe more: 
con(equential and attended with much greater deftruion of 
men, which proceeded for the fecond time againft Cartha~ 
gena inr74r. Mr..Hardy and fome other MS. accounts 
agree, that this gentleman died on July 3, 1743, being then 
commander of the Duke. Buta private memorandum we 
have feen contradidls this circumftance, fo far as to place 
the time of his deceafe two years later, and that at the 
time of his death he was captain of the Leviathan. We 
muft, however, in reply to this account, confefs we do not 
ind tod fhip of that name in the royal navy at the time 
fated. > 
WINGATE, John,*—was, on the 6th of April 1732, 
appointed captain of the Torrington, This commit 
was given him merely that he might take rank as com- 
imander of a poft {hip from the time juft mentioned, for 
in twelve days afterwards he was fucceeded as captain 
gf the Torrington by captain Parry. No fubfequent 
“mention is made of him in the fervice, nor have we 
able to colleé&t any farther information concerning him, 
except that he was the defcendant of a family of fome con- 
fequence in the county of Bedford, and died in England oa 
the 9th of May 1760.

BURRISH, George. —This unfortunate man entered 
into the naval fervice under the protection and patronage 
of that very great naval character, the earl of Berkeley, hav- 
ing obtained the king's letter, a mode of entering into the 
Service which we have before explained, wheg that noble- 
man went to fea, in March 1718-19, as commander-in- 
chief of the fleet, with an sppointment little inferior to 
that of high-admiral. After paffing through the intermedi- 
ate ranks, he was, on the 7th of May 1733, appointed 
captain of the Blandford. At the end of the year 1735 
he carried over his excellency general Oglethorpe to 
Georgia, he being then moft affiduaufly occupied in fet- 
tling that colony. Mr. Burrith remained in the fame 
fhip till the year 1738, when it was put out of commif- 
fion for a fhort time, in order to undergo a thorough 
repair. This being commpleted Mr. Burrifh was imme- 
diately re-appointed to her; but we do not find any 
mention made of the fervice, or ftation on which he was 
employed, although we know him to have retained the 
fame command till after the year 1741. 

On his quitting the Blandford we believe him to have 
been promoted to the Dorfetthire, of cighty guns; in 
which fhip he was, moft probably, immediately ordered 
to. the Mediterranean ; and being charged with very im- 
pcre behaviour, in the aétion with the French and 

panith fects off Toulon, was one of the officers put 
under an arreft, but not till a confiderable time after the 
ation. He wasordered home for trial in the following year.

For not bearing down and engaging in his 
ftation, notwithftanding admiral Mathews fent him, dur- 
ing the engagement, two feveral orders to bear down, and 
engage the enemy; in return to which orders, the faid 
captain Burrifh pretended he had no powder filled, altho” 
an engagement had been expeéted for feveral days before, 
gdly. For firing when he was fure of not reaching 
the enemy, upon a point blank, contrary to his inftruc- 
tions and duty.

{ihough the next fhip to him, he being capable of sioeaing 
er afhitance) agreeable to hisinftructions, and to two fever 
orders fept to him, by lieutenant Bentley, from admiral 
Mathews.

A variety of witnefles were examined in fupport of 
thefe charges, as well as in defence of Mr. Burrith; and, 
perhaps, never was grater contradiction manifefted on 
any trial whatfoever ; fome having borne the moft unfa~ 
vourable teftimony to the conduét of captain Burrifh, and 
others, on the contrary, having as pofitively afferted, that 
no fhip in the fleet behaved better than the Dorfetthire, 
and no officer more gallantly than captain Burrifh. The 
mott honourable teitimony in his favour appears to have 
been that of captain De Langle, admiral Rowley’s captain: 
but this was merely to charaéter, and not to faéts. He 
depofed, that when captain Bursifh was put under arre(t, 
by admiral Rowley, in confequence%of orders from Eng- 
Jand, that the crew unanimouily teftified the greateft fur- 
prize, and lamented in the ftrongeft terms the injultice 
Mone to their'captain. : 

2. Captain 
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- Captain Burrifh, when called ypon for his defence, and 
voffereda reafonable time to.prepare it, replied, ‘¢ that what 
she had tofay flowed from tfuth and juftice, that he wanted 

no body to piompt him ; and that what he had to obferve 

was fo very fhort, that it was not worth while to adjourn.” 

He then proceeded to anfwer the particular points given 
inevidence againft him. *« Thereare many contradictions,” 
faid he, ‘* even in perfons that belong to onefhip.

That 
when captain Burrith received a meflage from the admiral 
to bear down and affift the der tags he bore down, 
but foon after he hauled up again for a little time, upon a 
miftaken information that he had no powder filled; that being 
cleared up he foon bore away, and aififted the Marlborough, 
by engaging the Reab till the bore away. That as hethad 
no orders to cover the Sreleipy by fignal or otherwife, he 
is not chargeable with tne Jofs of that hip. That a bar- 
fhot came on board the Dorfethhire in the firft part of the 
engagement, and as fhe did not afterwards haul off, the 
Dorfetthire muft have been within extreme point blank 
during the greateft past of the engagement ; that by reafon 
of his lying ina@ive as above, and not beig in a line 
with the admiral when he firft brought to, he is guilty of 
the charge exhibited againft him, as he did not do his ut- 
moft to burn, fink, or deftroy the enemy, nor give the 
proper affiftance to the Marlborough till after the meffa 
which he received from the admiral; and that hé is guilty 
of a breach of the 12th and 13th articles of the fighting 
inftru€tions, contained in an aét of parliament made in the 
thirteenth year of the reign of king Charles the Second;

Burrifh, to be cafhiered and for ever rendered incapable 
of being an officer of his majefty’s navy ; and it is ordered

Notwithftanding the al fentence, to the juftice and 
propriety of which, fro very well known and ho- 
nourable charaéter of his fadzes, we cannot in the fmalleft 
degree except, it is the part of candour to obferve, that no 
man had ever lived with a fairer and more honourabl= 
charatter, previous to the unfortunateevent, which, as we 
have feen, did fuch irreparable injury to his reputation. 
Many of his cotemporaries, men in the highe ypular 
eftimation, who knew him well, could fcarcely credit what 
were indifputably eftablifhed as faéts, and declared, with- 
athe utmoft aftonithment, “ they believed it next to im- 
polfible for captain Burrith to behave otherwife, than as a 
tran of ‘gallantry and intrepidity.”" "He does not appear 
"s > to 
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to have been ever reftored even to his half pay, nor is the 
time of his death known. 

FANSHAW, Charles,—when a mafter and comman- 
der, was appointed to the Hawke foop of war. We be- 
lieve him to have been promoted from thence, on the rth 
of January 1732-3, to be captain of the Solebay frigate ; 
from which he was afterwards removed into the Phoenix, 
Sovimmaterial and unconfequential were his feveral appoint- 
ments that we do not find any mention whatever made of 
him till the year 1739, when he was ordered to Carolina, in 
company with the Heétor, commanded by fir Yelverton 
Peyton. On his return to Engfand a charge of mifcon- 
duét, while employed oi that (tation, was exhibited againft 
him; in cdnfequence of which he was tried by a court- 
martial, o? which admiral Cavendifh was prefident, held 
on board the St, George, at Spithead, on the gth of June 
1742, and fentenced to forfeit fix months pay for the ufe 
of the cheft at Chatham. He does not appear to have 
ever again entered imto adtual fervice ; but it is not im- 
probablethe above decifion was thought fomewhat fevere,he 
having been, on the tsth of July 1747, put on the fuper- 
annuated lift, with the rank and half-pay of a rear-admi- 
ral. He died in England on the r6th of February 1757. 

GOODERE, Samuel.—This unhappy man was the 
third and youngett fon of fir Edw. Goadere, of Burhope, 
in the county of Hereford, bart. and ——, only daughter 
of fir Ed. Dinely, of Charlton, in the county of Worcefter, 
bart. by Frances his Wife, filter to Thomas, marquis of 
Rockingham. He was from his carlieft youth deftined, 
by his tather, for fea; and his firlt entrance into that way 
of life was in the fervice of the merchants. There is a 
fhort account {till extant of this gentleman, written im- 
inediately after his execution, by fume perfon apparently 
Yery well acquainted with every private circumftance 
worth recording, relative to his life. It informs us that, 
having learnt the firft rudiments of navigation practi- 
cally, after being properly furnifhed with the theory at 
fchool, he made fevcral voyages, during which, by his 
uniform propriety of vondué, he gained the good word 
and good will of the different captains he failed with. After 
beingduly quatifiedfor fuch a truft he obtained thecominand 
of aveffel in the merchant fervice himfelf. In that ftation 

Vor. IV. Q he 
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hesmade two or three voyages with fuccefs; but his views 
enlarging with his years and experience, he was deter- 
mined, if poffidle, to get preferment in the navy; and, 
in purfuance of this refolution, entered himfelf on board 2 
thip of war, in the reign of queen Anne. His father, foon 
after his embracing the fervice, procured hima {tation fit- 
ting his birth ; and when he had ferved his time, accord- 
ing to the rules prefcribed by the fervice, was promotedao 
be 2 licutenant before the accelfion of George the Firlt. 
All this time he conduéted himfelf fuixable to his rank, to 
his own hopes of preferment, and to fir Edward Goodere’s 
withes and expectations. * 

As an officer, he behaved in the molt becoming manner 

to all of fubordinate rank, and with the propereft defer- 
“ence to thofe who were his fuperiors in comntand. He 
was confequently beloved by both officers and failors, fhew- 
ing great intrepidity and rcfolution upon all occafions. 
He ferved in the royal navy, as a lieutenant, in 1719, 
having, on the 24th of May, in that year, failed from 
Plymouth Sound, in the Winchefter, on an expedition 
againit the Spaniards, with whom Britain was then at 
war. On the 30th of May he arrived at St. Sebaftian’s, 
where he received an order to command the boats, and was 
fent with them to cruife in fhore, each boat having in it a 
junior lieutenant, ‘The firlt’ prize he mado was a 
Spanifh thallop, from Fonteravia; the next day he took 
another fhallop, with forty deferters, two were killed in the 
aétion, and two jumped overboard: He was afterwerds 
employed to block up thecaitle of St. Sebaftian’s by fea,and 
gave a full account of the ftrength of that place to the com- 
manding officers, he having every other day been on 
sane with the boats, who went upon the fervice juft 
fated. 

On the 23d of June he made one hundred and fifty French’ 
foldiers prifoners, and attempted to furprize the ifland of 
St. Clare, but coming within mufket-fhot, the Spaniards 
began to fire. He did not return their falute till he came to 
the ufual place of landing ; when finding the water upwards. 
of fix feet deep, and no place to land a man, fo as to be of 
any fervice, he ordered the boat to be winded, and went 

ep their, fire back again, getting on board with the. 
lofs of eight men; four killed, and four who died of their 
1 vrounds 
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wounds’ before he got to his hip. On the oth of July 
he was ordered to go into St. Oviedo and, reconnoitre 
that place. Fhe Spaniards fired very brifkly at him, but’ 
he received very little damage, having only one man 
fhot through the mouth, and two fhot which paffed thro’ 
thé boat. When coming out he took a‘Spanifh launchr 
Jaden with wheat for St. Sebaflian's. On July 12, the 
fquadron anchored in a fandy bay to the weftward of St. 
Antonio; and ihe fignal being made for the foldiers to 
land, it was effeéted, though not without much difficulty, 

Neither efficers or foldicrs were very eager to go on’ 
fhore, but colonel Stanhope jumping out of his boat, 
etnboldened fome of them to follow him, and others were 
thrown ovtrboard by the feamen. The Englith fhips fired’ 
very brifkfy at two batteries, and difmounted the guns, The 
Spaniards then ran away; on which the Winchefter and’ 
Antelope fent forty Englith feamen, who took pofleffion 
of the Spanifh works. At ten they entered the town of 
St. Antonio, when they burnt three thips on the ftocks, 
one of feventy and two of fifty gunseach. They likewife 
deftroyed all the king's magazines, ftorehoufes, and what 
they contained ; togétherwith all theplanks,miafts and yards, 
that were in the yard ; the forts were taken anddemolifhed; 
their cannon {piked up, the carriages burnt, and whatever 
could be of nfe to the enemy thrown into the fea. 

July 20, Mr. Goodere was ordered to go and ‘recon- 
noitre Ferro] and 'Decoina, in order to find a place to land 
a body of men, whieh were to march tothe back of the 
Groine. He proceeded: accordingly, and ‘landed a Jittle 
way from Decoina, of' which town he took poffeffion, and 
found in it one hundred and fixty families. ‘Ten or twelve 
of the Englith having {taggled in a diforderly manntt, 

emboldened the Spaniards to rally, which the Englith per= 
ceiving, inftantly fired; and having killed twenty’at the 
firktdifcharge, the reft of them ran away to the mountains. 

On July 22, he cut out of the harbour of Quares-a 

ivateer of twelve guns, which had a commiffion, figned 

y the Spanith ambaifador, dated at the Hague the 1oth 
of Auguft, N.S. the capes name Sullivan, and the 
lieutenant's Galloway; the complement of men eighty. 
They-all got ahhore, and left a train to blowsher up, but 
Mr. prevented it. In the fame ‘harbour he took 
Q2 a bark 
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a, bark laden with provifions for the men of war at the 
ine ; a hark in ballaft, and another laden with onions. 
[é'afterwards landed his men, and took off two hundred 
and forty theep. Y 
" On the 17th of September (as he relates in his journal) 
at half an hour after twelve, we anchored in the bay“of 
Ribardue ; the caltles and hips fired very brifkly on us 
for three hours, and we at them. The commodore feat 
for me, and giving me a commiffion for the Greyhound, 
ordered me to go with the boats and tow her out: I im- 
mediately jumped into the boat, and commanded the reft 
of the men to follow me, which they did to the number 
of onehundred and fifty. We landed juft by the weftermoft 
caftle, which we took, and hoifting Englifl colours, 
fired the guns on the town. I then went in a barge in 
order to go on board the Greyhound; but when we were 
about one hundred and fifty yards diftant the blew up ; and 
the other Spanith man of war was fet on fire. i then 
went on board the merchant fhip, where F found a train 
to blow her up, whick I prevented. . 

September 18, the Town of Ribardue capitulated, and 
delivered hoftages. _In the afternoon we attacked Caftro- 
pel, a town two miles up-the river,-and took it, bringing 
off hoftages for the payment of contributions. 

Next day (added Mr. Goodere) 1 went with all our 
‘boats, manned and armed, to Ribardue, and Caftropel, to 
force them to perform what they had promifed the day 
before. We took what we could ‘get, which were five 
hundred piltrois from Ribardue, and one hundred and fifty 
from Caftropel. We exchanged hoftages, and demolifhed 
their fortifications, throwing the guns into the fea. The 
fame afternoon, we embarked all our feamen, and failed 
out of the harbour. 

On the 14th day of O&ober following the {quadron ar- 
rived in Plymouth Sound, fo that nothing more worthy of 
notice is to be found in his journal, out of which the 
foregoing particulars are extracted, and are confequently 
to be credited as faéts. * ysis 

We have no fubfequent information concerning him 
till his promotion, on the 13th of November, to be cap- 
tain of the Antelope, of fifty guns; and are again ignorant 
of any pasticulars relative to his life, till his unfortu- 

= nate 
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nate’ advangement to the command of the Ruby. We 
call it unfortunafe, inafmuch as that fhip betng ftationed 
in the Briftolchannel, he was the better enabled to carry 
a moft infernal proje€t into exccution*, which, even

We have the following particulars of his behaviour in private 
life, and have been induced to infert them, a a proof how the Grange 
contrarieties of honourable conduét, and infamy in its blackeft thapey 
may exift in one and the fame charafter. + 

“ Ifhe behaved well abroad, he did the fame at home, and became his 
father’s favourite fon, the fon in whom he molt confided, with whom he 
converfed woft frequently, and the fon he feldom or never chofe to 
enter upon ahy thing of confequevce or moment, after the death of his 
lady, withorft having firll confalted. As his judicious behaviour, and 
dutiful carriage to his own parent, gained hisn his fincere regard and 
affeBtion ; fo his fobriety, good nature, free conver(ation, and candour, 
Gifcoverable upon all occafions, gained him the love of his acquainte 
ance, and the general efleem of thewhole country. We may, therefore, 
‘with great truth, affert, that till he became guilty of the late direful 
a@ion, the unhappy captain Goodere had ss valuable, as well cfabe 
Tifhed a charafter in Herefordthice, aad, in every other place where 
hhe came, and was Known, as any gentleman of his Qation in life, could 
hope for or defire. 

** Soon after he was made a lieutenant, he was, with the confent 
of relations on both fides, married to a young gentlewoman of a 
worthy family, who -is much too good and valuable in herlelf, 
to have her maiden name mentioned upon this miferable, melancholy 
occafion, inconloleable as fhe is for the dread{ul difafler hefallen her 
brother-in-law, for the difgrace and infamy brought upon her children, 
and for the more dreadful doom lier wretched hufband brought upon 
himfelf 

“ The captain had a handfome fortune with this lady, equal to 
the eflate his father fettled upon him, They were as happy in each 
other, always living as comfortably together, as thofe always do, whofe 
hearts as well as interefts are united, and make it their continual fludy, 
by every aét of kindnels in their power, to endear themlelves to exch 
‘other. He mutt, indeed, have been a brute to hi ted otherwife 
to Mrs. Goodere, who is, by aniverfal confent, allowed to be a 
‘woman of the highelt charafler, and malt confummate worth.” 

. From the fame fource we d the following information relative « 
ta the caule of that deadly and diabolical tiaeed which produced the’ 
murder of one brother, and, confequently, the juft and ignominious 
death of the other. : 

“ A molt irreconcileable enmity took place between the captain 
and his brother, the late fir Jolin Dinely having conceived, as the caps 
tain faid, a caufelefs and an unjaitifisble antipathy at him, and mani- 
felled it whenever be had it in a oe To thor, they oppoted 
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each other upon all accafions, when it was poffible for them to thew 
sheirprivaere(ensmentandappeared in pblic ipa ferent nterets 
an if they were determined the world fhould be witnefs to their invete~ 
aye hatred of each other. = 
“© The captain was not the only perfon whem fir John Dinely ufed 
ind it was thought that his having flood forth as the protedtor of 

nely again fir John’s unkind ufage of her, was one of the 
principal reafons of his perfecuting him with fo much ill nature and 
yancour. 

“« Such was the difference in the behaviour of the two brothers ; but 
all who knew him condemned that of fir John. “Tht father not 
abating of his fondnefs for the captain, added fucl to that‘flame which 
already burnt but too fiercely, and made a compromi(e of their differ 
ences more difficult than orherwile, pears it might have proved, 
Sir John's high (pirit could not this fort of treatment, aud he 

into the fatal refolution leed, as it has Bes pres to 
Gorcir of cutting of the entail of his effate, as oon as his fon fhould 
he of age so join with bim in it, and difinheriting his brother, if his 
fon died without iffue male. 

-* The late fir John adhered towhat he had fo rafbly relolved on; and; 
when the young gentleman attained machood, obliged him to join with 
him in his defign of difinheriting his uncle. He ‘cnt off the entail 
accordingly, aod failed the ellste upon Be only filler, who was mar- 
Tied to pas Mr, Foote, ageatlemyn belonging Vo the Ley.nnd aftr haz 
deceafe upon her cldelt fon. 

™ This was uodoubtedly a tranfaflion which irritated and exafpe= 
sated captain Goodere more than any thing his brother had dove be- 
fore, or could have done, that exceated, the more fo when he heard 
of the death of fir John Dineley’s fon, who died prefently afterwards, 
It is much to be apprebended this unbappy man thea meditated the 
direfal revenge he has fince taken for {ach ao indignity as well injury 
offered to him, and his children, by this unkind aét. He, howcver, 
fmothered his relemtment for feveral years, 1i)) the death of old fir 
‘Edward Goodere, their father, when the captain met with frefh 
difappointment, and matter, to enrage him fill more. It is believed® 
he at that time became more abfolutely determined than ever he 
bad been, to carry his bloody defign into exrcutioa, whenever he 
Biould be Exvqured with wa apperimoy of perforvning ivelieSvally. 

+ These were many other quarrels between the two brothers, 
which, as we have hinted, we could enlerge upon and give the wacld 
all the particulars of ; but thofc, we.think, fhould npw be'buried,in 
qverlafiing oblivion. If rhe uufortunate fir John Dinely was to blame, 
4 undoubtedly he was in maay of them, he hat paid dearly for bie 
Kaving been fo; and we would not difarb his athes with any recapitu- 
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vious to™the dual commiffion. of the horrid crime for. 
which he paid the forfeit of his life, are pretty fully ex- 
plained in the confeffion he made to the clergyman who 
attended him after his condemnation. This we haye 
fubjoined*, not only as affording a perfect account ef ie 
ri 











of his allited family, by a reheartal of his faulis ; he having accounted 
for them ail, and ceceived from the jultice of his country a punifh= 
ment equal to the crying fin he has been guilty of, if it ia within the 
power of man to infi@ a punihment adequate to fo heinous an 
offence."

“As to the murder of my brother, it bas been.premeditated ; anit 
fome people have been ‘ill-natured enough to tell me idle flories 
relating to Him, though God forbid I Should fay any body did fo with 
intent to make me deflroy him. As I ufed to walk on the tolzel, at 
Briflol, I have heard things {poken of him, as if he intended to dame 
all the prejudice that lay 1m his power: yet I cannot fuy but he was 
good natured man; though our family differences were fomented to fach 
a degree, that we mortally hated one another. Pray God grant aff. 
families may be united, and that brothers may never have fuch quam 
rels as we have had. 1 own I was greatly to blame in many things, 
and fo was he; pray God forgive us both, When I firlt heard my 
brother was at Bath, and that he was to be at Mr. Smith's, on college 
green Briflol, Tupplied to that gentleman, and he was fo kind as ro ine 
troduce me to my brother, and rejuiced 10 fee us reconciled. 1 fat down, 
‘and drank wine, after Shaking hands with oy brother: I parted with hia 
ina friendly manner. Al this time Williain Hammand, Charles 
Bryan, and Edward Macdonald, whth Matthew Mahony, &c. wert 
at Mr. Hobb’s, the Sige Of the white hart, on college-green, oppolite 
St. Augufline’s church, fronting Ms. Smith's: and when my bro~ 
ther and myfelf came oat of chat gentleman's houle, he went on, T 
ordered thefe men not to touch him then, bat to dogy him, and fer 
where he houfed: I then went intoacoffce-houle, near the change, the 
better to fecrete myfelf, Mahony came to the coffee-boule, and told 
me my brother was gone on} and that he thought it would be proper 
to feize him, there being at this time, with the befare-mentioned pers 
fons, George Belt, cockflera of the barge, and greatelt parr of the 
Barge’s crew. ‘They laid hold of him jolt as he came wader St, Aus 

ftine’s church-yard wall, and forcibly hurried him over captain 
Bey rope-walk, and fo on to the hot well, not far from which ny 
barge lay. Io coming along I kept a little bebind; and a (oldier, 
whip was in the crowd, afked, what the man bad dove: 1 1old him be 
was a'muitderer, and going on board the {ip tobe tried. My brother 
then faid, 1 with Mr. Smith knew how you ufe me; and called.ont 
mourder, feveral times, and faid his name was fir John Dineley. But 
T took care to flop his mouth, to prevent his fpeaking, and when 
Vibad got iim into the barge, I odd Na ae hi 
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horrid tran{aétion, but as an implied proof of his fincere 
“atid genuine repentance ; it being a maxim very generally 
‘effablifhed, that no man confefles that crime which he is 
not convinced of the wickednels of. H

when the deceafed called me coward, and 
med to ufe him ia fuch a manner. 
wt I thought I had gore wo far to retraél, oF 
curb my fixed refol ‘When we had go. himon board, 1 told 
the crew he was mad; and ordered Mr. Jones to carry candies into 
the purfer’s cabin, which I had fome days before cauled to be cleaned 
for my brother's reception. When he came intothe cabin he feemed 
Wirealy, and looked fatigued, begging 1 would not ule him fo. I 
fked him to drink a dram, (a my fleward brought up a boule of 
rum) but he would not drink any of it: he Mil! kept complaining of 
a pain in his limbs, caufed by our hurrying him along in fuch a 
manner, and faid his bead ached. Mr. Duggen, the furgeon, went, 
by my order, to feel his pulfe, and fuid it was pretty regular, Sir 
John fill Kept groaning; I went up to fupper, having fir ore 
dered Mr. Weller, the carpeater, to put two ftrong bolts on the cabin 
door, where joy Beather lsys 9m ke voetiagedity eurke a preatunile it 
the cabin. I told the people who heard him, that he was mad, and 
would cry out in the middle of the night when hismad fits cameon him; 
but they muft not mind him. When I returned from fapper J went 
to carry him aclean pair of Mockings, that 1 might the beter fee 
how he lay, and which way we fhould murder him; at the fane time 
ordering the centry nox to be furprized, if he tore the eahin dawn in 
the morning. Between two and three o'clock I ordered Mabony 10 
call up Charles White (for Elitha Cole, who was intended 10 affift 
Mahony in this murder was dead drunk) and to bring him inte my 
cabin. White came prefently, and I beNeve 1 made him drink a 
quart of rum out of pill glalfes. When he was near diunk, I 
afked him if he would kill a Spaniard. The poor fellow feemed fur- 
prized; but Mahony and mylelf worked him up to a proper piteh, fo 
that he was réady cnough to affift, Al the night long Mahony was’ 
to and {ro in the decea(ed’s cabin; and the centry thought he was 
Sent by me to affit and help fir John to any thing he might wantin the 
night. I mull own that Mahony was unwilling to commit the mur-* 
der; bur I infifled, that, as he bad undertaken it, he fhould go thro® 
it, “I immediately gave him a handkerchief, and a piece of half 
inch rope, about ten foot long, bidding him and White follow me, 
‘The rope was to firangle him, and the handkerchief 16 thrutt into his 
mouth to flop bis making a noife. When we came to, the cabin door 
J ordered the eenry to give me d ordered lim tag0 upon 
deck, which he did: 1 then opened the cabbin door, and Mahony and 
‘White went in. I faw my poor brother lying on the bed in his clothes, 
White feized him by the throat; and, he having his Nock on, 
almoft firangled him, But he cried out murder, a8 well a1 be could, 
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He was equally Spenco to thofe his particular friends 
who vifited “him while under confinement: ,and every’ 
effort to procure his pardon, as certainly, on all fimilar 
oceafions they jultly ought to be, proving ineffeQual, he 
became perfectly refigned to his fate. Asto his behaviour 
it was in every refpect as exemplary as could be expected 
from a man in his unhappy fituation ; and as the parti- 
culgrs attending his execution have nothing to diftinguith 
them from all occurrences of the fame nature, 1t may, 





and help, for God's fake. I food at the cabin door with my fword 
drawn ; and gave the laathorn, which hung up in the cabin, jul as 
they had got the rope about his neck. ‘They told me tokeep back. And 
the centry, whofe place T had taken, fecing me without a candle, 
bronght one jp the cabin door; but I held sy {word to his breaft, and 
ordered him away: this was the very time that my poor brother was 
giving his laft ga(p, for about a minuie belore J heard him fay, Oh, my 
poor life! which were the laft words he ever fpoke. 

“« Ina minute or twoafier the deceafed expired, both Mahony and. 
‘White came out of the cabin, and I alked if be was dead, They faid 
he was. Ithen went into the cabin, and fele my brother's corpfes 
Having otitrwardlocked che cahin doo, I pur the key hte ey pockes 
and ordered White and Mahony toattend mein mycabbin, where] went 
and fatdown. Mahony came in firll, and faid, D—mno me, captain, 
we have done it, boy. Then Mahony gave me my brother's gold 
watch, and I gave him in return a filver one, whichI wore. As tothe 
money they took out of his pockets, they thared ic, each having up- 
wards of fourteen pounds, though White had the moft cab, becaule 
Mahony had the watch. ‘About four o'clock they went into the yaul, 
and got on fhore, I having promifed to fend them tickets for three 
weeks or a month's abfence fgom the {biyp, 

“ As to the difpofal of the deceafed’s body, we intended to have 
concealed it till the thip failed, and flung it over-board lewed up ina 
hammock; or if it had been difcovered before, then 1 intended to 
have proved, by Mahony, that the deceafed Mrangled himfelf, and 
thought I could have influenced a jury to have brought him in Junatick, 

“"T cannot help refle€ling on my conduét in this unhappy affair 5 
wand what makes a great impreffion on me is, when sy brother was 
fir brought into the boat, he told me he knew my intent was to 
murder him; and (fays he) why don't your men throw me overboard 
now, and then you may go a-thore and Hung yourfelf in she bou'd 
fore-theet. Juflice has mot defervedly overtaken me; and what 
gives me the greateft concern is, that the death of thele two poor 
Ereatyres, Mahony and White, lies at my door. Pray God forgive 
me; for fure never was any man guilty of fo much wickednefs. Ap 
10 what the witnelfes {wore on my tyial, can contradi& no part of i 
‘They did their doey, aod I forgive them, as 1 hope, through the merits 
of my dear Sayiour, the Almighty will forgive ma” 
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perhaps, be better to concinde this melancholy narrative 
th the following remark, which, extraordinary as it 
May appear, is ftn@ly true. Thofe very perfons on 
whofe evidence he was moft clearly sonvidled felt indivi- 
dually the fevereft forrow, that fate had made them the 
in(tsuments and means by which he was to receive the 
punifhment due to his crime, lamenting his fate with 
tief as poignant as though he had been a friend, ar re- 
lative of thie own. How conciliating, how worthy muft 
‘be the conduct of that man,,who has fo ftrongly acquired 
the affections of all thofe he commanded. He paid the 
forfeit to juftice on the 4th of April 1740. 
HARRISON, Robert,—was, on the toth of July 
3733, appointed captain of the Tyger, or, According to 
Me Hardy's account, of the Looe. We have no farther 
information relative to this gentleman fufficiently authen- 
tic to warrant our inferting it. By Mr. Hardy he is 
afferted to have died in England on the 6th of July 1739; 
‘but a MS. memorandum places it on the fame day of the 
year in 1745. . 
HERBERT, Richard,—in 1729 was commander of 
the Pool firefhip. He was, on the 2oth of November 
1733» promoted to be captain of the Diamond frigate, and 
onired to the coaft of Africa. After this time we 
know nothing of him till his promotion, immediately 
on the rupture with Spain in 1739, to the command of 
the Norwich, a fourth rate of filty guns, This thip was 
‘one of the {mall fquadron put under the command of Mr. 
Vernon, when ordered to the Welt Indies on the expedi- 
tion againit Porto Bello. Mr. Herbert diftinguifhed 
himfelf in the moft ‘fignal manner while employed on 
the above fervice, by the very able and gallant Support 
he afforded commodore Brown, who led the attack. 4 
ibe enfuing year his behaviour was equally confpicuous in 
‘the various little defultory expeditions which Mr. Vernon 
paces, and execufed with different fuccefs, again{t the 
nith fertlements, previous to the arrival of fir Chaloner 
gle. He is particularly to be noticcd for his gallant ° 
condu€ at the attack ‘of fort St. Lorenzo, at the 
entrance of the river Chegre, as, in confequence of Mr. 
‘Vernon’s fhip, the Stafford. having fprungher main-yard, 
he was ordered to lead the fquadron when the affault was 
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on that inftant taking place, and the fmalleft alteration in 
thé difpofition might have been productive of confufion, 
‘®We-labous under no inconfiderable degree of difficulty 
relative to this gentleman, Mr. Hardy ftates captain 
Herbert to have died in the Welt Indies commander of 
the Norwich, on the 26th of December, 1740; and we 
ara rather inclined to believe this account to be true: 
nevérthelefs, we cannot help obferving, that we find, 
early in the following year, an officer of the name of 
Herbert caftain of the Tyger, of fixty guns, on the fame 
ftation:; It is barely poffible that the gentleman juft 
mentioned may be a Me. Edward Herbert, of whom we 
fhall hereafter have occation to give fome account. 
WINDHAM, Charles,—was promoted from the rank 
of lieutenant, without ever exercifing the intermediate 
office of commander of a floop of war, to be captain of 
the Loweltoffe, on the r2th of January 1733. He re- 
ceived this appointment merely to give him the rank of 
polt captain, being imniediately afterwards removed into 
the Rofe; in which fhip he is (though erroneoufly) faid, 
by many perfons, to have taken poft according to the date 
already given. He was in a few days ordered to Sallee, 
in company with captain Cornwall in the Grey- 
hound, and captain Smith in the Durfly galley, for the 
purpofe of obtaining fome fatisfaétion for the'infults then 
almoft daily committed by their corfairs. He was re- 
markably active and fortunate while employed on this 
fervice, having deftroyed feveral of thofe piratical cruifers, 
in particular two mounting twenty-fix guns each, in 
company with captain Towry, of the Shoreham, about 
the month of July 1734. 
After having executed this piece of jultice he was ordered 
4 Carolina, {till retaining the command of the Rofe. He 
afterwards was captain of the Greenwich on the Weft 
India Station, and returned home in the courfe of the year 
1740. We do not find any other mention made of this 
yery brave and deferving officer till the yeay1741; he then 
commanded the Monmouth. In the month of May 
1743. in conjun&tion with ¢aptain Cockburn, in the 
Meda and a frigate of twenty guns, attacked the town 
of Santa Cruz, the chief town of the ifland of Gomera, one 
the Canaries; but after a very britk cannonadings 
from, 
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from which the enemy fultained confiderable damage, it 
being foued abfolutely impraticable to land any men, the 
farther profecuition of the defign was given up. Captain 
Windham with his colleague {tood out to fea and con- 
tinned his cruife, without having received any injury 
worth remarking. In 1745 he fat as one of the members 
of the court-martial, held at Chatham, onthe captain's 
charged with mifconduét in the aétion with the French 
ficet off Toulon. Early in 1746 he was captain of the 
Lenox, and was from thence, fome time befong the month 
of O&ober, promoted to the Duke of ninety guns. Early 
in the enfuing year he was advanced to the rank of com- 
modore, and hoifted his broad pendant, on board the Duke, 
in Portfmouth harbour, on the roth of April. ‘ He imme- 
diately afterwards removed into the Kent, a Hew hip, of 
feventy guns, juft before launched. He did not long fur- 
vive the appointment, dying at Bath, of the gout, in the 
courfe of the following month.

AMBROSE, John,—was, on the 27th of March 1734, 
appointed captain of the Greyhound frigate, one of the 
fmaller veflels attached, during that and the followin, 

ear, to the fleet colleted under the command of fir John 
orris, which, in the latter end of thofe feafons, pro- 
ceeded under his orders to Lifbon. We hear nothin, 
of this gentleman fubfequent to the above period ti 
the year 1741, when he commanded the Rupert, of 
fixty guns, a fhip employed, dusing that fummer, as a 
cruifer. In this occupation no man could have been more 
alest, and his fortune was equal to his very high deferts. 
He appears to have been principally, if not entirely, when 
out on fervice, flationed in the Bay of Bifcay. His acti- 
vity and exertions foon became remarkably confpicuous ; 
and though the feveral events are not, perhaps, of a.rank 
to be clafled among the molt memorable and prominent 
tranfactions’

trapfaGtions in war, yet they certainly merit particular 
notice; and the more fo on account of that unfortunate 
charge which he afterwards fell under, as will be prefently 
feen. His firit fuccefs was the capture of two privateers 
which had done confiderable injury to the Britith com- 
merce. The were both fitted out from St. Scbaftian’s: 
one of them, called the St. Anthonio de Padua, carrying 
fixtegn guns and one hundred and fifty men; the other the 
Bifcay, of ten carriage and two fwivel guns, with one 
hundred and nineteen men. The latter alone had cap~ 
tured twenty-three Englith prizes fince the commence- 
ment of the war. On the 19th of September he had the 
good fortune to make prize of the moft confiderable private 
thip of war belonging to the Spanith nation; it was cal- 
led the dukede Vendofine, mounting twenty-fix guns, and 
manned with a crew confifting of upwards of 200 men. 
he circumftances attending this fuccefs were fuch as 
scffeéted the greateft honour onthe conduét, adtivity, and 
Iantry of captain Ambrofe ; for though the force of the 
Rip he commanded was naturally fo fuperior as appa- 
rently to render the fmalleft refiftance, on the part of the 
enemy, an aét of romantic rafhnefs, bearing more the ap- 
pearance of a paroxyfin of madnels, than the fair impulfe 
of a brave and intrepid mind ; yet this great difproportion 
of force was moft confiderably leffened by the tempeftu- 
vus weather, and the confequently heavy fea, which pre~ 
vented captain Ambrofe from opening any of his lower 
ports, thereby confiderably impeding the thort conteft 
which thofe difadvantages, under which he laboured, per- 
mitted the enemy to fultain. Captain Ambrofe firft got 
fight of this veffel on the evening of the 18th; it was then at 
{ confiderable a diftance as ‘to be vilible only from the 
maft head, and had the additional advantage of beingdire@lly 
to*windward. Not, however, difcouraged by this very. 
diftant profpec of fuccefs he immediately gave chace ; and 
after a purfuit continued for twenty-fix hours, during 
which time he ran upwards of feventy leagues, at lait, 
fucceeded in clofing with him. The very great difpro~ 
portion between the lofs of the enemy * and his own, dif- 





* The lofs of the enemy amounted to ¢wenty-nine men killed, be~" 
fides the commander; twenty were, moreover, fo defperatcly wounded 
thar very few ofithem recovered: while, on the other hand, only one 
‘pa was killed on board the Ropers, and four were wounded, ; ;
